WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—For- 
mer President Truman has told 
some of his closet confidantes 
in New York and Washington 
that he intends early in the 
New Year to come out for 
Senator Stuart Symington of 


Missouri as his choice for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President in 1960. 

In private talks with asso- 


ciates out of his administration 
Truman has expressed the con- 
viction that by coming out 
early for his fellow Missourian 
he can determine the course of 


the convention and _ perhaps 
head off a bitter contest for 
the No. 1 place. In 1956 the 
former President waited until 
the Democrats met in Chicago 
to declare for the then Gov- 
ernor of New York, Averell 
Harriman. 


At a mass press conference 
in the Blackstone Hotel in sup- 
port of his own candidate, Tru- 
man said that Adlai Stevenson 
could not win He outraged 
Stevenson's ardent followers 
and the convention ignoring his 
counsel chose the former Illi- 
nois Governor as the presi- 
dential nominee for a second 
time. 

Among Truman’s associates 
are those who doubt the wis- 
dom of his current decision. 
They believe it would be wiser 
for him to continue the line he 
now takes publicly—the Demo- 
cratic party has many good 


candidates and when the con- | 


vention meets we'll choose one 
of them. Certain of Syming- 
ton’s backers are known to feel 
that a Truman declaration 
might even harm the prospects 
for the Missouri Senator who 
has repeatedly insisted that he 
| is not a candidate for the presi- 
| dency. 

Truman, who has never 
lacked confidence in his own 
political wisdom — particularly 
| following his extraordinary vic- 
tory against all odds in his re- 
election in 1948—seems to feel

Announcement that long- 


term mortgage fmsurance will 
be available to finance up to 
210 units of low-cost private

M. Cole, administrator of the 
Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. 

The insurance, authorized 
under Section 221 of the fed- 
eral housing act, can be used 
to insure mortgages up to 100 
per cent of appraised value, 
with a maximum of $9000. 

Maximum period for repay- 
ment of insured loans is 40 
years. The minimum cash re- 
quirement for the builder or 
home-owner is $200 to cover 
closing costs or other expenses. 

Robert J. Tracy, executive di- 
rector of the St. Louis county 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment and Housing authority, 
said the insurance is intended 
to be used in relocating some 
families who will be displaced 
by urban renewal projects now 
being planned for Elmwood 
Park and Meacham Park and 
by the public housing project 
under construction at Jeffer- 


'son Barracks. 


Section 221 insurance is de- 
signed for persons displaced 
Trom their homes as a result of 
governmental action such as 
land clearance projects or high- 
way construction. 

Authorization for insurance 
for 209 housing units was 
sought by the county in an ap- 
Plication submitted to the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency, Tracy explained. 

The number of units for 


which insurance was sought 
was based on a study showing 
that a total of 855 families are 
expected to be displaced by the 
three county projects. 

The insurance is intended for 
persons whose incomes are too 
high to make them eligible for 
residence in projected public 
housing developments but too 
low to enable them to finance 
purchase of a new house 
through conventional, 20-year 
loans, it was explained. 

Tracy said the estimate of 
families to be displaced in- 
cluded 450 at Meacham Park,

| The President's brother re- 
ported to the White House on 
his fact-finding tour of Central 
America and Mexico last year. 
He called for “new and dra- 
matic action” to improve United 
States - Latin American rela- 
tions. 

Dr. Eisenhower, president of 
Johns Hopkins University, Bal- 
timore, noted that democratic 
Latin Americans frequently 
charge the United States with 
supporting dictators, and said: 

“I believe the suggestion of 
‘Vice President Nixon (made 
after Nixon's ill-fated South 
American tour) sound and 
would be applauded by Latin 
America itself—that we have 
an ‘abrazo’ (embrace) for dem 
ocratic leaders and a formal 
handshake for dictators. 

“Trivial as this may sound 
I recommend that it be our 
official policy in relations with 
Latin American leaders and 
nations. . 

“I -recommeid that 
frain from granting special 
recognition to a dictator, re- 
gardless of the temporary ad- 
vantage that might seem to be 
promised by such an act.”

In another recommenaation, 
he urged creation of a biparti- 
san council on inter-American 
affairs to advise the f,ecretary 
of State on all matters affect- 
ing the hemisphere 

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty told report- 
ers in Gettysburg, Pa., that the 
report was being maue public 
“with complete approval of the 
President.”

The relative strength of the four fac- 
tions will be revealed before the Presi- 
dent makes his State of the Union address 
in person on Friday to a joint session of 
Congress.

The Republicans are having a pre-Con- 
gress dispute of their own on whether the 
“progressives” shall be given representa- 
tion in the Senate leadership and better 
committee assignments. Since the No- 
vember elections reduced the Republican 
membership from 47 to 34 Senators and 
the “independents” number between 15 
and 18, their demands are likely to be

A more definite test of factional strength 
will be over changing the rules of the 
Senate to make it less difficult to end fili- 
busters. On this roll call, the Republican 
“independents” are expected to join with 
the Northern Democratic “liberals” in 
voting to change the rules. 

A similar test in the House over proposals 
to prevent the Rules Committee, headed 
by Democrat Howard W. Smith of Vir- 
ginia, from blocking committee-approved 
legislation, apparently has been averted.

The six nations—which are associated 
in the European Coal and Steel Commun- 
ity and the European Atomic Energy Com- 
munity (Euratom) as well as in the Com- 
mon Market—have a new seven-member 
Court of Justice, replacing the Coal and 
Steel Community court. The court is con- 
cerned with interpreting treaties and with 
relations among member countries. 


There is also a 142-member Legislative 
Assembly to co-ordinate policies and pre- 
side over the market and atomic pool. 
The Assembly members are chosen by the 
parliaments of the members, but under a 
treaty provision, a study is being made 
of election by universal direct suffrage 
throughout the nations. 

The trend, as can be seen, is toward 
complete integration and political unity.

To Save Downtown 


There has been a good deal of 
comment in the Post-Dispatch late- 
ly about tolls on the bridges be- 
tween St. Louis and East St. 
Louis. The issue is examined 
mostly in terms of helping down- 
town stores draw shoppers. 


It seems f8"me that there fs a 
question involved here which is 
much more fundamental. It is 
the question of downtown St. 
Louis being—or not being—cen- 
trally located within its support- 
ing urban and suburban area. 

City downtown areas — taking 
the long view—move and fluc- 
tuate. The business center of New 
York City, for instance, has mi- 
grated uptown over the years 
although restrained by various 
anchor points such as New York 
University, the two railroad ter- 
minals, the inertia of Wall Street, 
and Central Park. 

A downtown area is in a sort 
of equilibrium between forces 
pulling it in opposite directions. 
If these forces become unbal- 
anced, it moves. This raises the 
questions: Should the urban 
focus of the St. Louis area remain 
adjacent to the river? And will it? 


It is significant—and I think 
ominous—that today when a store, 
office or professional institution 
locates itself in St. Louis it is 
most apt to choose West St. Louis, 
for that is, in relation to popula- 
tion, the most “central” location. 
The center of gravity of a semi- 
circle is -nét on its straight side. 


All this leads to the thought 


that the future of St. Louis is 
very much more tied up with 
the future development of East 


St. Louis and its suburbs than 
most St. Louisans realize. 
Anyone who is concerned with 
the future vitality of downtown 
St. Louis, and would like to see 
restrained its marked tendency 
to become a ghost town, has the 
strongest possible argument 
against any unnecessary barrier 
between downtown St. Louis and 
its Illinois shore.

The American Civil Liberties

strictive legislation which would 
damage our position in many parts 
of the world. Your Dec. 31 edi- 
torial summed up the problem 
very clearly. 

Since this plan apparently will 
be presented at the opening of 
the new session of Congress, its 
defeat will depend upon prompt 
action by our representatives in 
Washington.

Spare the Monument 


Although it is perhaps incon- 
gruous for a firm supporter of 
state rights and a loyal member 
of the Sterling Price Camp, Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, to pro- 
test against the desire of the 
Land Clearance Agency to re- 
move the Camp Jackson Monu- 
ment and statue of Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon from its present historic site, 
I feel constrained to do so. 


Camp Jackson did not neces- 
sarily “save Missouri for the 
Union,” since its capture alienated 
a majority of the state’s popula- 
tion including the Legislature. 
But its occupation by a pro-Union 
force insured that St. Louis would 
not become a base for a Southern 
invasion of Illinois and the Middle 
West, and kept the Southern 
forces in Missouri, as everywhere 
else in the South, on the defen- 
sive except for brief periods. 

Denying St. Louis to the South- 
ern forces made it available to 
the North. It was from St. Louis 
that Grant invaded the Missis- 
sippi Valley and Sherman later 
launched the campaign through 
Tennessee and Georgia which split 
the Confederacy. 


It all started at Camp Jackson 
on Grand boulevard in St. Louis. 
It will be a crowning irony to 
the biography of a man whose 
life was filled with pathetic irony 
if his monument is removed from 
the scene of his triumph by an 
agency supported by that govern- 
ment for which he died.

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An Alternative in Europe 


Now that the West has delivered its reply 
to Moscow on the German question, the door 
is officially open for a Big Four conference 
this spring to discuss not only Berlin and not 
only Germany but security arrangements for 
the whole of centrel Europe as weil. 

The West has again made clear, quite prop- 
erly, that it will not be thrown’ out of Berlin 
and will not recognize any unilateral changes 
of the present agreements controlling the 
city. But it has gone farther. It has invited 
a general negotiation on the whole problem 
of European security, and it has fortunately 
refrained from merely reiterating its own 
previously rejected proposals for the unifica- 
tion of Germany. If the Russians seriously 
want to talk, the stage is set. 

It took the Allies just over a month to 
agree on this approach. They will now face 
a natural temptation to rest on their diplo- 
matic oars and wait for the next step to be 
taken by the Russians. The temptation should 
be resisted. Instead of concentrating upon 
speculation as to what the Russians may pro- 
pose in any negotiation, the West would bet- 
ter devote all its imagination and constructive 
effort to developing proposals of its own. And 
this means answering, first of all, soul-search- 
ing questions like these: 

Can Western security requirements be sat- 
isfied without basing nuclear weapons on 
German soil? 

' Can the West get along without Germany 
in NATO? 

Can the West accept a demilitarized zone 
across central Europe including parts of all of 
Germany, Poland and Czechoslovakia? 

These questions need to be answered be- 
cause they go to the heart of a possible .al- 
ternative to the present situation of central 
Europe. Nobody can know, of course, wheth- 
er the Soviet Union would accept an alterna- 
tive. We do know, however, that in its Nov, 
27 note on Berlin the Soviet government pro- 
posed, in lieu of its threatened termination of 
the four-power status of Berlin, a German 
policy embracing: 

the withdrawal of the Federal Repub- 

lic of Germany from NATO with the simul- 
taneous withdrawal of the German Demo- 
cratic Republic from the Warsaw Treaty 
Organization and the achievement of agree- 
ment whereby, in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Potsdam Agreement, neither of 
the two German states will have any armed 
forces in excess of those needed to main- 
tain law and order at home and guard the 
frontiers. 

Whether this suggestion offers a real basis 
for negotiation can be discovered only by de- 
tailed and confidential discussion. As Marquis 
Childs reports, a growing school of thought in 
Washington believes that the Russians do 
want an agreement on Germany, just as in 
1955 they accepted an agreement on Austria, 
if they can get one without abandoning their 
position in Eastern Europe. But whatever 
the Soviet point of view, what is important 
for the West is its own point of view. 

Our leaders ought to re-examine our posi- 
tion with great care. For if we could offer a 
safeguarded plan of military disengagement 
in Europe as an alternative to existing ten- 
sions, the West’s moral position before the 
world would be immensely strengthened 
whether the Russians accepted it or not.

During 1958 the core of Southern opposi- 
tion to school integration hardened in sev- 
eral places and thus drew national attention. 
If it is said that 10 states are resisting equal 
education, the extent of the opposition looms 
large and the Solid South seems solid indeed. 
But there is another way to view the situation, 
and for that we quote Weldon James, editorial 
writer of The Courier-Journal in Louisville. 

Mr. James pointed out in a recent speech 
that “only four states—South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi and Alabama—have no inte- 
tegration on the public school level.” Every 
other Southern state has at least conceded the 
principle of integration, if only in its colleges. 
Once the principle is conceded, lawful prog- 
ress is possible. 

So we would say that only four states stand 
in defiance of an educational principle ac- 
cepted by 45 others. On that ratio they can- 
not stand for many years more. 


Test for the Senate 


Probably the first, and certainly one of the 
most important, issues to face the new Senate 
when it convenes this week will be the ques- 
tion of the filibuster. At present, the votes 
of 64 Senators—an “absolute two-thirds’”—are 
required to bring debate on any measure to 
an end—which means that a determined mi- 
nority can usually block a vote on a measure 
by talking it to death. Should the rules be 
changed to permit fewer than 64 Senators to 
close debate? 

We believe the answer is Yes, and we be- 
lieve the new rule should be the one sup- 
ported by Senator Douglas of Illinois and 
other liberals in both parties. 

Senator Douglas would permit two-thirds of 
the Senators present to close debate after 
two days; but if debate continued for more 
than 15 days, it could then be terminated by 
a majority of Senators on the floor. In actual 
practice, the Douglas plan would permit a de- 
bate to run as long as eight or nine weeks— 
certainly long enough to air the most contro- 
versial issue—before a majority could bring 
the issue to decision. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson is supporting a 
milder rules change in an effort to head off 
the Douglas plan. The Democratic majority 
leader would provide simply that debate could 
be closed at any time by two-thirds of the 
Senators present and voting. Various kinds 
of arithmetic can be used to argue that this 
rule would be an improvement. The best an- 
swer is that precisely the same rule was in 
effect in the Senate from 1917 to 1949—and 
filibusters were no easier to break during 
that period than they are now. 

That is why the Johnson plan is not enough 
and the Douglas plan should be adopted. Ba- 
sically, the question is whether the Senate 
should have the power to come to a decision, 
or whether a minority should retain the 
power to block any decision by abusing the 
privilege of debate. 

We cannot agree with Walter Lippmann and 
others who argue that this minority power to 
block a decision is a necessary part of our con- 
stitutional balance. Plenty of checks and 
balances exist—in the two-house system, the 
workings of seniority, the presidential veto 
and the power of judicial review—but the 
anarchic principle of the filibuster is not and 
was never meant to be one of them. Nor is it 
true that the filibuster is needed for the pro- 
tection of individual rights. The Douglas pro- 
posal would permit quite as much 
as individual rights ever get in the Senate—

and in addition it would permit the Senate to 
come to a decision on vital issues of contro- 
versy, including civil rights.

Success and Challenge 


While the world waits to see how far the 
new Soviet cosmic rocket goes into space, 
the extent of the Russian scientific success 
is immediately clear. Moscow propaganda 
broadcasts are making the most of it. 

One way science will judge this feat is to 
consider what the Russians did that the 
United States did not do, even in its more 
successful space efforts. 

In October, the Air Force’s Thor-Able rock- 
et went 71,000 miles into space with an 85- 

» pound payload. It failed to go farther because 
of a chain of seemingly small errors—a 3.5- 
degree failure on initial guidance which set 
the rocket off course, which allowed its bat- 
teries to cool, which prevented reception of 
a signal to set off a retro-rocket to nudge the 
missile toward the moon. 

In December, the Army tried with a Jupiter- 
based rocket and 13-pound payload to shoot 
past the moon toward the sun, which is the 
Soviet goal. This attempt failed at 66,000 
mjles because, apparently, of an incorrectly

American scientists had said in advance of 
these attempts that the odds were lvin 10 of 
all components working perfectly, that there 
was a 70 per cent chance that the trajectory 
would be correct, and that, all in all, the suc- 
cess probability of moon shoots was 1 in 14. 

Very likely, according to foreign intelli- 
gence reports, the Russians failed in earlier 
moon shoots and kept quiet about it. But 
this time they appear to have cut through the 
odds. Certainly they have confirmed the 
great power of their rocket engines in mov- 
ing a 3239-pound third-stage rocket with a 
795-pound payload so far beyond the earth. 
From a military standpoint the United States 
cannot and will not rest with the success of 
its intercontinental Atlas, which put an 8500- 
pound satellite into orbit two weeks ago, 


So the space race continues. All partici- 
pants will have their victories, and none will 
end the race. The Pioneer rockets were 
American achievements, as the Russians con- 
ceded, though they did not reach the moon. 
And when the United States was proclaiming 
that it had sent a rocket a third of the way 
to the moon, the Post-Dispatch noted: “There 
is the chance that any day Soviet Russia may 
achieve a startling spacial feat.” 

The feat has been achieved, and the world 
will grant it. Having freely granted it, the 
United States must regard the cosmic rocket 
as a challenge to greater rocket efforts and 
vaster space explorations. 


Knighthood Blooms Again 


Time was when English monarchs picked 
stalwart, loyal fighting men as their knights. 
Consider those who sat at Arthur's Table 
Round, or the happy few who fought at Agin- 
court on St. Crispin’s Day with King Harry. 
There was jousting for a lady’s ribbon or dal- 
liance in courts of love and beauty, but these 
men were really comfortable only in coats of 
mail with a two-handed sword’ in the sheath. 

Audacity and bravery still were the prime 
requisites in Tudor days, even if the standards 
of knightly honor were somewhat relaxed. 
By then, there was less need for bashing in 
the helmet of an overweening lord, and no 
profit at all in trying to annex a province of 
France. The easy money was in lifting a cargo 
of King Phillip’s plate between the Spanish 
Main and Cadiz. And never were pirates 
more stout than Sir Francis Drake or Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh—and no difference that they wore 
more brocaded velvet than chain mail. 


It was the magicians of the Industrial Revo- 
lution who blighted knighthood’s garden. 
After Watts used a tea-kettle instead of a 
wand, the royal sword lightly tapped the 
shoulders of City men—bankers and manag: 
ing directors. The casque became a bowler. 
Men in striped pants dropped family names to 
become Sir Tom or Sir Dick or Sir Harry, 
and it is a marvel that they were not haunted 
out of their skins by the ghosts of Sir Gawain 
and Sir Lancelot and Sir Tristram. 

But the old order lives again in the old 
glory. The leader of the Lavender Hill mob 
has been dubbed Sir Knight by Elizabeth II. 
The men who fought the Turk and harried 
the Spaniard rejoice again; one of their kind 
has been added to their company, a man of 
knightly audacity and derring-do. Vale, Alec 
Guinness! Ave, Sir Alec! Knighthood is in 
flower again. 


Box Score on Dictators 


The departure from Cuba of Fulgencio Ba- 
tista to that “hotel for ex-dictators” run by 
Rafael Leonidas Trujillo in the Dominican 
Republic leaves one really full-fledged strong 
man in Latin America—Truijillo himself. 

How the winds of popular revolt have blown 
across the southern hemisphere since 1953! 
In five years, strong men have lost their 
strength in five republics: 

Argentina: After a dozen years of power, 
Juan Domingo Peron was chased out in a mili- 
tary uprising in 1955. He is now in the Do- 
minican Republic. 

Colombia: Gustavo Rojas Pinilla lasted 
three years until the military, clergy, business 
men and students all turned on him in 1957. 
He fled to the Canary Islands, then returned 
to Colombia and was jailed. 

Cuba: Batista’s second turn at power lasted 
six years and he has just become the latest 
guest of Trujillo. 

Peru: Manuel Odria seized the government 
in a coup in 1948, but was so confident of 
maintaining power that he permitted an elec- 
tion which ran his hand-picked successor right 
out of government in 1956, and Odria slipped 
off to the United States. 

Venezuela: Marcos Perez Jimenez was as 
hard-handed as dictators grow for 10 years 
but a military revolt with strong popular 
backing sent him packing to the Dominican 
Republic one year ago. He is now in Miami. 

This is only a partial list. Brazil's Getulio 
Vargas shot himself in 1954. Nicaragua's 
Anastasio Somoza was assassinated in 1956. 
Honduras’s Julio Lozano was ousted by a 
coup in 1956 and Haiti's Paul Magloire left 
home the same year. But not all of these 
were strong men in the classic Latin American 
sense and not all have been replaced by demo- 
cratic successors. Argentina, Colombia, Peru 
and Venezuela all have become practicing 
democracies. 

This has been a poor five years for dicta- 
tors. Out of realism, as well as idealism, the 
United States should be no more than official- 
ly polite to those who aspire to dictation.

Disengagement Revisited 


Despite Khrushchev’s Berlin Move, Kennan Urges New Peace Effort in Europe

Under the lowering clouds of sput- 
nik, of Quemoy and Iraq, of the glar- 
ing disingenuousness of Soviet atti- 
tudes in questions of disarmament, 
and'-of the vicious distortions that 
are used to shore up the move on 
Berlin, it is perhaps too much to 
ask that men should still find the 
heart to address themselves to the 
slender possibilities for political com- 
promise in Europe.

A year ago the assumptions of 
Western policy toward Germany 
were the subject of far-flung and 
intensive public debate in the West- 
tern countries. Had this debate led 
to a more general clarification of 
views and to the formulation of a 
more positive and flexible Western 
position, the Western chanceries 
would be in a better position today 
to deal with the immensely difficult 
and dangerous questions that Mr. 
Khrushchev has raised. While the 
discussion went deep, it did not go 
deep enough, 


Public Opinion 


One of the first arguments with 
which one is met is the flat asser- 
tion that “the Russians don’t want 
any agreement on Germany”; there- 
fore there is nothing to be gained 
by any re-examination of the West- 
ern position. One is told that the 
Soviet Government could not af- 
ford to remove its troops from East- 
ern or Central Europe because that 
would lead to immediate revolt 
against the Communist regimes there 
and, accordingly, to a general col- 
lapse of Soviet prestige and influence 
in those areas. The events of 1953 
in Eastern Germany and of 1956 in 
Hungary and Poland are cited as evi- 
dence for this assumption. 


Sharpness of Challenge 


No one would question the serious- 
ness of the problem which has re- 
cently faced Moscow in the political 
attitudes of the peoples of these 
three countries. But none of the 
three examples just cited warrants 
the sweeping conclusion that at no 
time in the forseeable future, and in 
no circumstances, could Soviet forces 
ever be withdrawn from these areas 
without drawing down upon Mos- 
cow's head wholly unacceptable con- 
sequences. 


There is, first, the fact that Mos- 
cow has unquestionably consolidated 
its political position in all of these 
areas since the sensational events of 
1953 and 1956. But beyond this it 
must be remembered that each of 
these crises arose against the back- 
ground of the membership of West- 
ern Germany in NATO, of the pres- 
ence of American forces in Ger- 
many, and of the absence of any 
over-all European security frame- 
work to include states which might 
detach themselves from the Soviet 
military and political orbit. 

The sharpness of the challenge 
which was presented to Soviet in- 
terests by all three situations was 
heightened by the fact that any So- 
viet withdrawal in the face of the 
respective pressures would have had 
the nature of a forced unilateral re- 
treat unattended by any comparable 


concessions, or indeed by any conces- 
sions at all, on the Western side. 

Not only would a yielding to pres- 
sures of this sort have been imme- 
diately humiliating, but there was 
the turther danger, against which 
Moscow has no visible protection, 
that territories thus released from 
participation in the Warsaw Pact 
might end up by joining the Atlantic 
Alliance, thus effecting a major al- 
teration in the world balance of 
power. 

Surely there could conceivably be 
forms of readjustment in the lines 
of military responsibility in Europe, 
and a redefinition of the zones in 
which foreign troops might be sta- 
tioned, which would not necessarily 
involve all these same dangers and 
disadvantages from the standpoint of 
Soviet political interests. 

Ranged alongside those who dis- 
pute the political feasibility of a re- 
laxation of the Soviet military hold 
on Eastern Europe—and yet in cur- 
ious contradiction to them—are those 
who question its value from the 
standpoint of Western interests. 

It is adduced that any country 
from which Soviet forces might in 
future be withdrawn either would 
continue, out of sheer fear of pos- 
sible Soviet repression, to endeavor 
anxiously to conform to Soviet de- 
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life, or, if it failed to do so, would 
at once become the victim of a new 
Soviet military intervention. 

This view rests, clearly, on the 
assumption that a publicly-assumed 
contractual obligation has no inhibit- 
ing effect whatsoever on Soviet pol- 
icy, and that, accordingly, the Soviet 
Government would be quite capable 
of conducting an initial withdrawal 
from Central and Eastern Europe 
only as a ruse of sorts, designed to 
get the United States to leave the 
continent, after which it would feel 
wholly free to violate its own part 
of the bargain at will. 

This view tails to take into ac- 
count the real political situation of 
the Soviet Government and the 
checks and balances that do operate 
to limit its freedom of action. It is 
simply not true that the Soviet Gov- 


ernment is not obliged to take any 
account of world opinion or domestic 
opinion, or to pay any debt whatso- 
ever, in the formulation of its pol- 
icies, to the outward appearance of 
consistency and fidelity to obligation. 

This being the case, it is quite 
wrong to suppose that a Soviet with- 
drawal from the satellite area, pur- 
suant to solemn international agree- 
ment, would not represent a serious 
political commitment on the part of 
the Soviet Government. Moscow 
could of course throw all these in- 
hibitions aside and do, flagrantly, all 
the things that the opponents of dis- 
engagement fear; but it could do so 
only once: and 
only for the high- 
est stakes:. in the 
contingency, that 
is, of general war. 

The reluctance 
of some Amer- 
icans to believe 
that others could 
conceivably  sur- 
vive without im- 
mediate American 
military protec- 
tion has its ele- 
ment of justification in the sense 
that the general maintenance of 
American strength is required for 
the preservation of a world balance 
in which the restraints now operat- 
ing on Soviet policy can continue to 
have full validity. But to assume 
from this that no independence of 
national life can survive in the neigh- 
borhood of Soviet power without 
specific American guarantees or the 
immediate proximity of American 
garrisons is to ignore all the political 
imponderables and to succumb to 
that over-militarization of thought 
about the cold war in the face of 
which no peaceful solutions of world 
differences are even thinkable. 

The Finns have existed for years 
in a state of complete vulnerability 
to Soviet power and without the 
faintest reason to expect that anyone 
in the West would come to their 
assistance if the Russians put real 
pressure on them. This has not pre- 
vented them from leading an accept- 
able national existence and from cul- 
tivating institutions and practices 
wholly different from those of the 
Soviet Union. 

The fear is often expressed that a 
Soviet violation of a general agree- 
ment on disengagement would come 
in a manner so gradual as to place 
the Western powers before the 
choice of resorting to major war 
over a relatively insignificant issue 
or accepting a piecemeal Soviet in- 
filtration of the area from which 
Soviet forces might have been with- 
drawn. 

But is it beyond the resources of 
human ingenuity to take account of 
this problem in any new negotiation? 
Is there any reason in principle why 
an agreement on disengagement 
could not have, built into it, its own 
sanctions for the event of violation: 
sanctions by virtue of which an in- 
fringement of this nature would give 
the other party clearly specified and 
automatic rights of re-entry?

Although Quarles had first ad- 
vised him that such a request 
would be approved, in the up- 
shot Quarles presented to the 
President a Deiense Depart- 
ment position, agreed to by 
Secretary of the Army Wilber 
MM.

At a press conference Dec 3, 
Glennan said: “Well, there are 
some shortcomings in_ this 
arrangement.

Cc. P, SNOW, the English novelist 
who has been engaged for several years 
in a series of works called “Strangers 
and Brothers,” has revived and revised 
ah earlier novel called “The Search” 
which he believes has a particular rele- 
vance to our times. It is a novel about 
science and scientists. It tells the story 
of an Englishman who from earliest 
childhood was drawn into the fascinat- 
ing and unending search for an expla- 
nation of how the world of phenomena 
operates.

After completing his studies in Lon- 
don, Miles goes to Cambridge for 
research work but returns later to 
London in time to become one of sev- 
eral physicists engaged in organizing 
an institute that will probe deeper into 
the sources of physical life. -Miles is 
a specialist in crystallography but one 
infers that the work projected will in- 
volve the atom and its components 
Before the institute is set up under 
government auspices, Miles turns in a 
paper which 1s regarded as highly im- 
portant; but a re-check shows that one 
of the steps in the chain of reasoning 
is based on. erroneous information.

HENRY ADAMS: THE MIDDLE

HENRY ADAMS, scion of the 
Adamses. of Massachusetts, statesman 
manque, and historian, has puzzied and 
annoyed twentieth century readers and 
students of American culture ever since 
the publication of “The Education of 
Henry Adams” in 1918 

In that deceptively autobiographical 
volume, Henry Adams examined his 
life and the post bellum times in which 
he had lived with a seeming objectivity 
never truly objective and an apparent 
cynicism that often betrayed the disap- 
pointment and pain of the romantic 
idealist. The bitterness and even petu- 
lance with which Adams endowed the 
almost fictional characterization of him- 
self in “The Education” probably have 
given many readers an impression of an 
unlovable and unjustifiably complain- 
ing, albeit brilliant, individual. 


it is now evident that “The Educa- 
tion” is not, nor was ever intended to 
be, straightforward autobiography. 
Henry Adams and his story are not 
fully presented in his own account. 


Henry Adams may long remain a 
puzzling and even an annoying figure 
of American life and letters. He had a 
fine taste for mystery and intrigue 
which he indulged by anonymous pub- 
lication of his novels “Democracy” 
(1880) and “Esther” (1884) and by with- 
heiding his “Education” for posthumous 
publication. It appears, however, that 


books such as Ernest Samuels’s “The 
Young Henry Adams” (1948) and 
“Henry Adams: the Middle Years,” 


which has now been published, may do 
much to remove the curtain of mingled 
Innuendo, hint, gossip, and misleading 
secrecy which have too long enshrouded 
a career and~achievement which offer 
much of value for Americans in 1958 to 
contemplate 

“THE YOUNG HENRY ADAMS" 
by Ernest Samuels told of the first 38 
vears of Adams's career: his Quincy- 
Boston-Cambridge rearing and formal 
training, his German university post- 
graduate experience, his initiation into 
government service and politics as the 
private secretary to his father, Charles 
Francis Adams, Lincoln's minister to 
England, his futile attempt to find a 
piace on the post-Civil War Washington 
political scene, and his-years as a his- 
tOry professor at Harvard. 

““Henry Adams: the Middle Years” 
pf&sents Adams in what may well have 
been the most active and interesting 
pesiod of his life: the years from 1877 
to 1890 during his early residence in

Washington, D.C., his marriage, and his 
busiest writing activity. 

Weary of teaching at Harvard and 
believing that he had accomplished all 
he might there (he had initiated gradu- 
ate seminars in and virtually 
inaugurated doctoral studies there), 
Henry Adams moved to Washington in 
1877 to undertake the research and 
writing that would result in his mag- 
num opus, his “History of the United 
States of America” (during the adminis- 
trations of Jefferson and Madison) 

In Europe and in Washington, with a 
desk in the State Department and the 


history 


riches of its archives open to him, 
Adams labored for a dozen years to 
' 
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Henry Adams—sketched by Samuel 
Lawrence in 1868. 
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produce the nine volumes of the his- 
tory by which he hoped to win a place 
beside Gibbon. Though he wrote a work 
that is still in many respects definitive, 
Adams did not quite achieve the stand- 
ing or the popularity of a Gibbon or 
a Macaulay in his time. 
DURING THIS PERIOD Adams 
wrote his two novels as satiric commen- 
taries.on the political scene of Wash- 
ington and the philosophic situation 
with respect to science and religion 
which confronted the thoughtful, intelli- 
gent American. He also produced biog- 
raphies of Albert Gallatin and John 
Randolph, the former a labor of love 
and admiration, the latter a labor of 
hate and detestation. 

These most extensive scholarly activ- 
ities did not prevent Adams and his wife

wedded to science that he could not 
tolerate a second love. 

While in Germany for several months 

Miles realizes that he has been crassly 
self-centered in his attitude toward 
Audrey and that his life is deficient 
in an essential human element. He 
wires a proposal of marriage to Audrey 
but when he meets her upon his hurried 
return to England he learns she is 
engaged to his friend and fellow scien- 
tist Charles Sheriff. 
THE EFFECT of this announce- 
ment is shattering to his immediate 
hopes and plans but his dominant emo- 
tion arises from the realization that 
Audrey never loved him even though 
she might have married him if he had 
spoken in time. He knows, in short, 
that she would have been frank enough 
to force the matter into the open if 
she had really wanted him for life. So 
the anguish he suffers is not for what 
he has lost but for what he has never 
possessed. 

Mr. Snow’s treatment of this episode 
and the other human relations and 
motivations in the novel are extraordi- 
narily penetrating When his friend 
Hunt, whose scientific training has 
qualified him only for a dull teaching 
job, says that wanting to be someone 
else is the worst form of self-debase- 
ment, his remark seems meaningless. 
On second thought it strikes one as a 
profound, unalterable truth. No one 
could wish he was another person with- 
out wishing himself dead. 

“The Search,” then, Js a psychological 
novel an“ a good one. Mr. Snow says 
in his preface that one of his purposes 
in republishing this. novel was to give 
non-scientific readers a “chance to 
know what it is like to be a scientist.” 
He has succeeded: but his scientist is 
no different from any other kind of 
dedicated.man who must accommodate 
the drives of his vocation to the neces- 
sity of being human,

NO ENIGMATIC DESTINY awaits this volume. Even 
with a late start, it should rapidly sweep to the front in 
Simon and Schuster’s admirable series that includes sim- 
ilar anthologies of songs by Rodgers & Hart, Gilbert & Sulli- 
van, Noel Coward and others. The generations of ‘‘Manhat- 
tan,” “Things Are Seldom What They Seem” and “Zigeuner” 
are not extinct, but very much smaller than that raised 
on “People Will Say We're in Love,” “Some Enchanted 
Evening,’ “You'll Never Walk Alone” and “Hello, Young 
Lovers.” 

These are but four of the 43 songs whose music and lyrics 
are in this book. Multiply the total by the cost of a. single 
piece of sheet music and it comes out more than twice the 
price of the collection. The musical plays represented are 
“Oklahoma!,” “Carousel,” “South Pacific,” “The King and I,” 
“Allegro,” “Me and: Juliet” and “Pipe Dream.” Also there 
are selections from the movie “State Fair” and the television 
production “Cinderella.” Take it from a hack piano player, 
the arrangements are easy. Guitar chords are tossed in for 
the strummers. 

Stories of each production are by Newman Levy; colorful 
drawings are by Frederick Banbery. In the introduction 
Richard Rodgers and Oscar Hammerstein II tell a little about 
themselves and how they compose. And some of Rodgers’s 
original musical manuscripts are reproduced as end papers 
for the book. In studying these, one notices that “Oh, What 
a Beautiful Mornin’” was written in two sharps. In the book,

Motive Behind a Masterpiece 


CIBBON AND ROME, by E. J. Oliver. (Sheed and Ward, 194 
pas., $3.50.)

THERE ARE THREE GREAT MONUMENTS to 
Edward Gibbon's powers as a writer, “The Decline and Fall,” 
The Autobiography and'The Letters. This book uses the sec- 
ond and third in order to reach the Gibbon of “The Decline 
and Fall”: thus Mr. Oliver is mainly concerned with Gibbon's 
motives for writing his great work, but in so doing he pre- 
sents us with a life of Gibbon and his mental baggage. 

What set Gibbon to writing “The Decline and Fall’? It 
was an insight he had acquired as he gazed down upon the 
ruins of the city of Rome, with the sound of friars singing 
vespers reaching his outer ear. He thought that the fall of 
Rome came from barbarism and Christianity. Rome for him 
was the Rome of the Antonines. 

Mr. Oliver brings into relief two other only half-conscious 
motives in Gibbon’s mind. The first and the more important 
is connected with his conversion to the Church of Rome 
while he was an undergraduate at Oxford and his “de-conver- 
sion” while living in exile—at his father’s command—in 
Switzerland. The second is his love for a Swiss girl, Suzanne 
Curchod. and his father’s veto of their marriage. In this mat- 
ter too he submitted to his father. 

Mr. Oliver makes his point that both the conversion and 

Gibbon’s love for Suzanne were more than sentimental fancy. 
So. when we find that in after life he seems to have treated 
the Catholic Church and women in much the same way, 
with a kind of cynical superiority, today we might see in this 
a defense against these two experiences, by which he could 
minimize their importance. “The Decline and Fall” is larded 
with cynical remarks against the Catholic Church of the early 
centuries. It is true that to attack the Church in.his day 
was a popular pastime, To do it with ridicule was undoubt- 
edly most effective. 
BUT IT WOULD BE ABSURD to reduce “The De- 
cline and Fall” simply to a pamphiet against the Church of 
Rome. As Mr. Oliver shows, Edward Gibbon had an absorb- 
ing veneration for and a vast knowledge of the Rome of the 
Emperors. These, plus the splendid style, makes the work a 
masterpiece, if perhaps a masterpiece conveyed through + 
distorting mirror. For, besides his blindness to the value of 
the Christian religion, he was also blind to the true nature 
of the Age of the Antonines. 

Modern historians would point out that the Rome of the 
Antonines was not the climax of its history but its sunset. 
Strangely Gibbon neither realized this nor the fact that his 
own age was a sunset rather than a noon day, just as he 
failed to be fully aware of the significance of the two great 
events during his own lifetime, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the French Revolution, which proved to be the end 
of his world. 


Glory That Once Was 


Poignant and Delightful Memoirs ~ 


THE RAINBOW COMES AND GOES, by Diana Cooper. 
Houghton Mifflin, 271 pgs., $5.)

SNAPPISH egalitarians, if told that another in a long 
line of England's titled ladies had written her memoirs, 
would be likely to bark a “So what” dismissal and call for 
another can of really cold American beer, That would be 
their privilege. But the exercise of the privilege might de- 
prive them of a pleasant and poignant reading experience. 

To be sure, high-born Diana Manners, daughter of the 
Duke of Rutland, took no low place among the hectic. World 
War I high jinks of “all that was left of the loveliest and 
best.” But the 1915 “debauchery” (at which now, she says, 
she smiles), the restrainedly detailed “dangerous, dissipated, 
desperate life, . . making fools of ourselves, dodging the 
police who were «'cuthing for law-breakers”—all this was & 
tarantella among ‘nglana’s dances of death, a way of keep- 
ing a stiff upper lip as members of a generation largely con- 
demned to die “gloriously” on foreign fields. 

As for a well-bred threnody, well—“The long habit of 
death disinclined us to any demonstration.” The man of her 
choice, the comforting, large-headed, penniless junior officer 
Duff Cooper, had been “liberated” from the Foreign Office 
and had joined the Grenadiers. And “a subaltern in the 
Guards had then as short an expectation of life as a fighter 
pilot was to have in the Battle of Britain.” 


BUT NOT ALL WAS “riot and artificial paradises.” 
This “greatest beauty of her time” (the whopping superlative 
is Joseph Alsop’s) did her war-time bit as a nurse, amid cir- 
cumstances sometimes painfully Hogarthian, sometimes 
merely hilarious. The recollections of “Nurse Manners” are 
surely among the drollest and most forthright of such chron- 
icles. 

She wrote the highlights to Cooper. Item: “Last night“a 
new patient came in unexpectedly. The nurse rushed to me 
shouting ‘What do you think we've got in?’ I guessed a Hun, 
a hermaphrodite, or a dog-faced woman. ‘No,’ they whispered 
breathlessly, ‘an actress.’” 

The treasured correspondence—very, very good indeed— 
forms a large section of the latter half of the book: gay, sad, 
tender, sensitive, occasionally very funny. But Duff; “the 
love of her life, her cause,” was still poison to her parents— 
“anathema,” she says, to her talented, rigidly aristocratic 
mother. 

The account of how this parental impasse was resolved is 
another of the book’s high points, strongly recolleetive—at 
least to a possibly imperfect memory!—of Meredith's “Diana 
of the Crossways,” for whom, in fact, her mother had chris- 
tened her. She and “the love of her life’ were married, went 
on a splendid Continental honeymoon that the kindnesses of 


important friends helped make deliciously luxurious and then. 


returned to London. (Money had to be made.) 


STEPPING STONES POWARD it were a couple of 
movies, which she delighted in “as an artistic lark.” They led 
to an offer which was to make her famous the world over, 
and which she received as “The Plan” ready-made that was 
to take “the shape of a shining road leading upwards to the 
Vision Splendid’—her playing of the Virgin and the Nun 
in Max Reinhardt’s production of “The Miracle.” Meanwhile 
Duff, who was one day to be First Lord of the Admiralty, 
“sweated away at the Foreign Office.” But their life was any- 
thing but dull, even though she adored music and he pre- 
ferred silence. They made a fine anti-Philistine pair. 


If these paragraphs have made clear that “The Rainbow 
Comes and Goes” has many attractions, good! The early 
chapters, glowing with memories of a richly varied childhood, 
have the flavor of Siegfried Sassoon’s “Memoirs of a Fox- 
Hunting Man.” A castle was Diana Manners’s playground; 2 
“black Irish Protestant” clergyman her private chaplain; ang 
even the light—‘the celestial light” in a part of Bedftorm- 
shire “where the clouds cast no shadows’’—seemed a peéetal 
endowment. Famous people were as familiar as furnishings; 
knotted history was her mold. —_ 


“The Rainbow Comes and Goes” is predominantly sonny, 
but like the Wordsworthian stanza which gives it its title aud 
which ends “But yet I know , . . that there hath past away 
a glory from the earth,” it holds intimations of wistfil] 
nostalgia made complex with dramatic portent. Evelya& 
Waugh has said of it, ‘Not the book of the season, or of the 
bedside table; a book for the library, to be read and reread, 
and loved for a lifetime.” I'll content myself with this sum- 
mary: for many reasons, a most engaging self-portrait. — 
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The Mississippi River today is carrying more cargo than 
ever, but never again in all probability will it lay hold on the 
imagination of the nation as it did in the days immortalized 
by Mark Twain.

Recent Books Reflect Excitement of Archeology

IN THE LAST CENTURY, we 
have gained a clearer, more sharply 
focused view of ancient cultures than 
man has ever had before. A hundred 
years ago, just about all that was known 
—or surmised—about Greece of the 
eras before 800 B.C. was contained in 
Homer's epic poems and in mythology. 

There was hardly a scrap of physical 


. Material that could be ascribed to 


Homer's world, and there was no sci- 
.ence of archeology. The explorations 
of ancient sites were carried out by 
pick and shovel workers, and directed 
by men of notable zeal for antiquities 
whose heavy-handed methods often de- 


_ Stroyed as much as they salvaged from 


excavations.

Radio- 
carbon dating of organic substances re- 
placed speculation and deduction with 
accurate time measurement. And now 
Skin divers are doing archeological 
work in coastal waters along ancient 
shores, bringing up still more treasures

THESE RAPID ADVANCES 
make exciting reading, and the recent 
surge of new books about remote times 
testifies to the rising general interest in 


4. field that used to be a scholarly pre- 


serve. 
One that wraps it all up in a neat, 


attractive package is “The March of 
Archaeology,” by C. W. Ceram, author 
of the earlier “Gods, Graves and Schol- 
ars” and “The Secret of Hittites.” This 
is a picture book in which the photo- 
graphs, drawings and color reproduc- 
tions are large and clear, and well se- 
lected. The running text covers a 
wealth of material about the treasures 
of the past and the men who brought 
them to light. It is a good book to have 
handy about the house, for youngsters 
can get a great deal out of it. 


Ceram’s book touches on ancient 
Greece, Egvpt, Babylon and Middle 
America. There are more than 300 pic- 
tures, many of them published for the 
first time. (Alfred A. Knopf, 342 pgs., 
$15.) 

The exploits of the formidable Hein- 
rich Schliemann are followed in a new 
biography, “The Gold of Troy,” by Rob- 
ert Payne. (Funk and Wagnalls, 273 
pgs., $3.95.) It draws on Schliemann’s 
own voluminous writings and other 
materials for a well-rouficed picture of 
the wealthy business man who con- 
cluded that the hill of Hissarlik on the 
plain of Troy must be the site of 
Priam’s city—and found it there. 

Schliemann carved right through the 
Homeric Troy down to an early Aegean 
settlement, where he found a cache of 
gold jewelry that he called “Priam’s 
treasure.” Later studies showed that 
Priam’s Troy was several levels above 
the much older city where the gold was 
found, but Schliemann laid the ground- 
work for modern archeology. His ex- 
cavations at Mycenae have been fol- 
lowed up by Professor George Mylonas 
of Washington University, whose book, 
“Ancient Mycenae,” was published some 
months ago by Princeton University 
Press.

Explaining a Work of Art 


By RICHARD F. RICKERT 

TO HIS JOB of criticism the critic 
needs to bring certain tools and the 
convietion that, in some sense, the work 
of art; and not the critic, nor the artist, 
nor the millieu, is om dayne While 
he certainly needs to be consistent, and 
often=:systematic, he is not making a 
scientific investigation of a work’ nor 
is he-trying to come out with a single 
definition of “art,” whether that be in 
terms of physical objects or personal 
reactions. 

When the critic works to get down 
what is happening in a work of art, 
and what it is, he is doing a valid kind 
of “objective” criticism. And because 
there is a certain concert of effort 
among critics—as well as in the works 
of art—which control everything the 
critic can or should say, he is not just 
making personal, biographical remarks. 

Artists themselves usually avoid com- 
mitting themselves to a fully-equipped 
theory for their art. Their chief busi- 
ness is to be more seriously engaged in 
their creative work, Cezanne, in cor- 
responding with Zola and friends, had 
more to say about his problem of hid- 
ing a wife and son from his father, who 
was supporting him, than about any 
aesthetic theory for his art. His re- 
marks on color and structure are rela- 
tively simple and are closely tied to the 
everyday objects which he was trying to 
paint in his own way. His real testi- 
mony is the intensity of his technique 
and experience as it appears in his 
work and this gives,us sufficient basis 
for understanding what he is doing. 
THE CRITIC'S MAIN responsi- 
bility to both the artist and the public 
is to describe what happens in a work 
of art. Whether he musters useful 
generalizations or employs extraneous. 
aids is not, finally, his main task. They 
are useful only if they let the work of 
art speak for itself. 

Critics, unfortunately, have had to 
flounder through a history of seductive 
definitions and philosophical theories. 
In developing more effective kinds of 
criticism, one needs to cut through the 
obstacles which dominate criticism in 
quite subtle ways. Generalizations and 

_ definitions may be helpful in individual 
cases, but they are useless when they 
obscure the work of art. 

Benedetto Croce, for instance, in 
claiming that “art” could only be a per- 
sonal “intuition,” made it seem an un- 
analyzable, isolated experience. Novelist 
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1953 book. Cottrell defends Evans's 
restoration of the Palace of Knossos, in 
which he used reinforced concrete. 
This has been roundly criticized by 
scholars, especially since the restored 
decoration often was based on specula- 
tion instead of evidence. Cottrell argues 
that Evans used the best means of sup- 
porting the upper part of the building, 
to keep it from collapsing when lower 
levels were excavated, and that the vis- 
itor to the restoration now can “feel and 
respond to its wonder.” 

At any rate, Evans made impressive 
discoveries and observations that, like 
Schliemann's efforts, literally forced 
archeology to become scientific. Both 
men worked by means that would hor- 
rify modern excavators, impatiently 
pushing aside and destroying whatever 
lay above the levels that interested 
them. But they toiled like supermen 
for their achievements, and their pio- 
neering has benefited us all. 

Discoveries tn the Holy Land, many 
of which confirm the Bible's reliability 
as history, are variously treated in four 
new books, “The People of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls,” by John Marco Allegro, 
briefly describes the remote community 
of the Essenes, but its most interesting 
feature is a sequence of 182 photo- 
graphs that retrace the discovery of the 
scrolls. (Doubleday, 192 pgs., $5.) These 
pictures (‘one is reproduced here) pro- 
vide an immediacy with the scene that 
is beyond word treatment, and they also 
make clear the vast labor necessary to 
piece the scroll fragments together 
A FULL TREATMENT of the 
Essene sect, based on studies of some of 
the scrolls and other sources, is in “The 
Excavations at Qumran,” by J. Van Der 
Ploeg, a Roman Catholic scholar who 
takes issue with several other commen- 
tators on this find, including Allegro. 
(Longmans, Green Co., 223 pgs., $4.) 

“Rivers in the Desert,” by Nelson 
Glueck. an archaeologist in the Negev 
desert of Israel, Is an account of recent 
discoveries in that ancient thoroughfare 
of wandering peoples. (Farrar, Straus 
and Cudahy, 302 pgs., $6.50) ““The Bible 
Was My Treasure Map,” by Paul Ilton, 
who died a year ago, is a personal nar- 
rative of Ilton’s free-lance explorations 
Iiton made a number of important 
finds by seeking out Biblical sites and 
then enlisting the aid of Arabs, whose 
confidence he won by speaking their 
language and understanding their folk 


lore. This is full of the adventure of 
archeology.

The fiftieth volume of an extensive 
survey of the American Indian is “The 
Aztecs, People of the Sun,” by Alfonso 
Caso, with illustrations by the late 
Miguel Covarrubias.

An Argument for a More “Objective” Criticism 


Joyce Cary accepted Croce’s ideas in 
large part, and theorized about the novel 
in his Clark lectures at Cambridge Uni- 
versity in 1952. Published by Harper re- 
cently as “Art and Reality,” the lectures 
are almost worthless to the artist and 
the critic. In conceiving of an isolated 
“mind” for the real source of the work 
of art, Cary accepts a philosophical 
theory which has been officially dis- 
credited for a number of years, and 
which no artist or layman ever needed 
to explain a work of art. 


THE DEFINITION OF “ART” 
as an embodiment of “beality” is also 
still part of the confusion of criticism. 
It is perhaps the most bogus of all 
“nseudo-problems” in art criticism, and 
the greatest obstacle to the critic's ac- 
tual discussion and treatment of the 
work of art. George Santayana the- 
orized about an objectified beauty. I. 
A. Richards, the father of the New 
Critics, defined beauty as a. personal 
experience something like the harmoni- 
zation of conflicting impulses. Although 
Richards and successors have supplied 
numerous hints for an exact technical 
criticism of poetry, this kind of criti- 
cism works for psychological values in 
the study of art. Even worse, as re- 
cently as 1955, Harold Osborne in his 
Aesthetics and Criticism demanded 
from critics a complete theoretical jus- 
tification of their work with a theory 
of “beauty” in nature. Without such 
a theory, any critical remarks are sup- 
posed to be entirely without meaning. 


A theory of “beauty” that rests en- 
tirely on the critic’s fine emotions and 
good taste is hardly valid for criticism. 
“Beautiful” is a term of commendation 
which describes nothing. It means only 
that the work is “good” and that the 
critic can give intelligent, acceptable 
reasons for his choice. Those reasons 
should concern aspects of structure, 
texture, color, tone, and so forth. They 
ean not be reduced to a theoretical 
“beauty” or subjective experience. 


CRITICS HAVE HAD to discover 
that their work is best accomplished, 
not by axioms and definitions, but 
through exemplifications, or careful 
illustrations. For the critic, particular 
instances from the work of art are the 
evidence around which he wishes to 
form his judgment. With this “exegesis” 
of a work of art, the critic should when 
possible set that work into the context, 
not of the artist's life, nor of the critic's 
personal experiences, but of the artist's

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other work, or of similar work. One 
abstract expressionist painting may help 
toward the understanding of another. 

The idea that critical judgment is a 
mere matter of personal taste or sub- 
jective emotion is properly dying out. 
Edmund Wilson, the genius of American 
critics, still seems to suppose that, when 
all the material is gathered, the choice 
is fundamentally emotional. This is a 
misconception of the two kinds of ob- 
jectivity in the critic’s judgment. 

First, the critic deals with such 
aspects of the work of art as charac- 
terization and time progression in the 
novel, image, metaphor and musicality 
in poetry, tonality and thematic trans- 
formation in music, and so forth. They 
may be there in greater or less degree, 
in one work and not in another. Yet 
these belong to the work of art, not to 
the critic’s experience. They are thus 
public and accessible even to the un- 
informed, but interested, layman 

Second, the critic's work is like a 
public game, whose function is not win- 
ning, but showing. It’s a series of games 
for which there is no single all-inclu- 
sive rule. Such rules as are applied 
in judging art should be considered 
part of a public language. 


THE CRITIC IS NOT dealing 
with his personal emotions, subcon- 
scious or otherwise, when he exhibits 
the properties of the work of art and 
does so in reasonable, orderly fashion. 
Here, too, the forced distinction between 
the intellectual and emotional sides of 
art and of criticism may have to be sig- 
nificantly altered. Neither the discursive 
and sometimes systematic talk about 
art nor the emotional aspect of appre- 
ciation is static, private or subjective. 
The intellectual and emotional sides 
constantly intertwine and are there for 
the public to observe: in the critic's 
language and in the work of art. 
The work of art—the art object—is 
the only final checkpoint for critical 
appreciation and public response. To 
neglect this is to suppose that there is 
something final, irrevorable, subjec- 
tive. or untranslatable about “art” or 
criticism. What we may honor with the 
name of “art” changes with the progress 
of artists and critics. So that neither 
art nor criticism are reducible to any- 
one’s personal definition or experience.

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Classical Records

HAYDN’S ‘*MILITARY’’ SYMPHONY is a part of 
two newly issued monaural recordings: one by the. Phila- 
delphia Orchestra with Eugene Ormandy conducting (Co- 
lumbia) and the second by the Bamberg Symphony Orchestra 
under Ferdinand Leitner. (Decca). The Philadelphia Or- 
chestra's performance is certainly better so far as richness 
of sound is concerned but whether this is an artistic ad- 
vantage is debatable. The depth of tone owes largely to the 
string section which means that the wood and brass, though 
audible, are cushioned. in velvet—an effect that would be 
more appropriate in a nineteenth century symphony. 


As for tempi Mr, Ormandy races his orchestra in both The 
first and final movements with the result that many figures 
are blurred. By contrast Mr. Leitner moderates the areed 
sufficiently to allow every note to be clearly sounded and 
without compromising the ahimated character of the music. 
In the Philadelphia recording the “Military” Symphony is 
paired with No. 99 in E-Flat. The Symphony No. 102 in 
B-Flat is the second offering by the Bamberg Orchestra. 


ANOTHER RECORDING by the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra with Ormandy conducting presents a tonally lustrous and 
highly polished treatment of the Richard Strauss tone poem 
“Don Quixote.” (Columbia, Monaural, One Record.) The 
orchestra is the principal attraction in this performance but 


the solo parts are well played by Lorné Monroe, ‘cellist and 
Harry Zarntzian, viola. 


SIR EUGENE GOOSSENS and the Royal Phithar- 
monic Orchestra offer a recording of music notable for its 
bright coloring and highly effective instrumentation in the 
Albeniz-Arbos “Iberia” Suite and Scriabin’s “Poeme d'Ex- 
tase.” The five sections of the “Iberia” here recorded are 
part of a larger group transcribed from the piano. Both E. 
Fernandez Arbos who made the transcriptions, and. Mr. 
Goossens have appeared as guest conductors with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. Mr. Goossens blends his colors 
skillfully in these performances and produces expressive 
moods in “El Puerto” and “Bvocacion.” “Triana” seems a 
little overdeliberate. The Scriabin “Poeme” however is dis- 


tinguished by its expansive emotional character. (Capitol, 
Monaural, One Record.) 


THE SYMPHONY NO. 9 by Ralph Vaughan Williams 
was recorded under the direction of the composer's friend 
and admirer Sir Adrian Boult, after the composer's death, 
It is played with conviction by the London Philharmonie 
Orchestra; and one may assume it was a labor of love. (Ever- 
est, Stereophonic, One Record.) The symphony has a large- 
ness of scale and plenty of freedom in its formal arrange- 
ments but for this reviewer the content suggests no strong 
human associations. Vaughan Williams has always been 
effective in his restatement of English folk themes or archaic 
devotional themes, As an original musical thinker, however 
his contributions to the literature are not exactly memorable. 
The sound is beautifully reproduced. 


A COMPLETE RECORDING of the ballet music for 
“Coppelia” by Leo Delibes offers a spirited, precise perform- 
ance by the Minneapolis Orchestra with Antal Dorati conduct- 
ing. (Mercury, Monaural, Two Records in album) The story 
of the ballet concerns a love triangle in which the second 


woman is a great big beautiful doll quite literally. This is 
light music but good. 


A TE DEUM in celebration of the French victory at 
Fontenoy, by the eighteenth century French composer Esprit 
Blanchard, has been recorded by the chorus and orchestra of 
la Radiodiffusion Francaise and a mixed sextet of soloists, 
Louis Fremaux is the conductor. The style reflects the spirit 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries rather than the period 
in which the composer lived, but genuine invention, parttru- 
larly in the melodic material, rather than quaintness, makes 
it attractive. The performance is devotional but in a lively 
way. (Westminster, Monaural, One Record.) 


INGRID HAEBLER, an unidentified Pianist but presum- 
ably Austrian or German, plays two Mozart concertos with 
the Vienna Symphony Orchestra in a light, crisp and rythm- 
ically volatile style well suited to the content. The two con- 
certos are the familiar D Minor (K.466) and the less familiar 
F Major (K.459). Karl Melles is the conductor. The full 
depth of the D Minor is not quite realized but these are dis- 
criminating performances that come alive without resort to 


heavy coloring or tricks of tempo modifications, (Vox, Mon- 
aural, One Record.)

Weary from pushing 
through brush and climbing 
ridges, he stopped beside a tree 
and fell asleep.

(UPI)—The National Boxing

bly. While physical output was 
dropping 6 per cent the per- 
sonal income of Americans 
slipped only 1 per cent. Total 
income, like retail sales. was 
on the rise before business 
generally stopped going down 

Comparatively few of the 
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Gross national product—the total dollar volume of goods 
and services—moved up after hitting a recession low in 
the first = of 1958.

Also, the Government acted 
President Eisenhower's ceiling 
on military outlays was lifted 
and contract-letting was 
speeded up. This was as much 
in response to Russia's Sput- 
niks as to the domestic emer- 
gency, but the infusion of dol- 
lars helped bolster the whole 
industrial complex. Though the 
Administration fended off tax 
cuts and big public works pro- 
posals, it speeded some existing 
works programs, eased credit, 
hastened tax refunds and lib- 
eralized home purchase terms 

Congress pledged a billion 
federal dollars to bolster the 
home mortgage market, pro- 
vided for an extension of job- 
less pay, and passed tax relief

In the end, federal outlays 
climbed faster than the Ad- 
ministration wanted them to, 
and the full impact of deficit 
spending has not yet been felt. 
The budget for this govern- 
ment year, which started July 
1, was- boosted by five billion 
dollars while revenues fell. 

The resulting peacetime rec- 
ord spending schedule of $79,- 


200,000,000 probably would be 
inflationary even if the budget 
were balanced. With a pro- 


spective 12 billion dollar defi- 


cit, it is even more dangerous, 
for the bills must be paid by 
Treasury borrowing, which 
creates new money. 


Administration Goal. 

Well aware of the problem 
and of its own share of respon- 
sibility, the Administration has 
accepted as its No, 1 economie 
goal the halting of the price | 
rise which hag taken an 8-cent 
chunk out of the buying power 
of the consumer's dollar since 
1955.

Rehiring Slow. 


The other sore spot of the! 
recovery is unemployment. 
After a recession industry nev- 
er rehires laid-off workers as 
rapidly as it steps up produc- 
tion schedules. This time the 
rehiring has seemed a bit slow- 
er than in the earlier postwar 
recessions. Some auto plants, 
for instance, are breaking rec- 
ords for overtime pay but not 
rebuildling their work forces 
to pre-recession strength.

CHICAGO Jan. 3 (AP)—Nev. 
er in the history of American 
agriculture have there been 
such bin-bursting crops as those 
produced in 1958. 

They jam every available 
inch of grain storage space and 
have even put thousands of 
producers themselves into the 
storage business as agents of 
the government To help in 
easing the emergency, these 
growers built facilities on their 
own farms and offered them 
to the government at the going 
storage fee rates 

In most instances, the facili- 
ties hold the farmer's own 
vield which he first placed in 
the government price support 
loan as an alternative to a 
lower commercial market price. 

American agriculture goes 
into the new year with its larg- 


est supplies in history and wit! 
no hope that adequate markets 
can be found to bring supply 
and demand anywhere near a 
balance. 

The government investments 
in price support programs 
climbed in 1958 to new record 
highs, to more than three bil- 
lion dollars in surplus wheat 
alone. The amount committed 
to corn price supports is almost 
certain to exceed that figure 
in the final accounting of the 
record high 1958 yield. 

Long before the harvests of 
corn and soybeans, the latter 
also a record yield, the govern- 
ment crop loans were 10 per 
cent larger than at the same 
time in 1957 with a total of 
almost seven and one-half bil- 
lion dollars.

SEEKS BIG GAINS 


Business Upturn in 
Fourth Quarter Fails 


to Improve Company 
Profits. |

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 3 (AP) 
—The steel industry—equipped 
to produce 140,000,000 tons of 
steel annually—used little more 
than half of its mammoth fa- 
cilities during much of reces- 
sion-ridden 1958. 

Steelmen predict better 
things for the new year but 
warn that a long strike—which 
no one is willing to discount— 
over a 1959 labor contract 
could easily upset early fore- 
casts. 

Even a fourth quarter busi- 
ness upturn could not save 
1958 from going into the rec- 
ord book as the worst produc- 
tion vyvear since 1949. Profits 
and employment reflected 
empty pages in order books. 
Customers reportedly lived off 
reserve stockpiles built up in 
times when steel was hard to 
come by. Automobile manu- 
facturers, steel’s biggest cus- 
tomer, had a tough year and 
trimmed their steel ordering 
far below expectations. Work- 
ers—those who escaped the 
furlough ax—got the final wage 
increase provided by the three- 
vear contract signed in more 
prosperous 1956. The increase 
was followed by a jump in the 
price of steel. 

Production Schedules. 

In the final weeks produc- 
tion schedules were watched 
with the interest of ballot 
counting in a close election to 
see if total production would 
be above or under 85,000,000 
tons. Whether the total ton- 
nage is a little over or a little 
under, 1958 goes into the books 
as the first year since 1954 
that annual production did not 
exceed 100,000,000 tons. In 
1949 production totaled 77,978,- 
176 tons for a 10-year low. 

Profit returns, while not cut 
back as far as production fig- 
ures, were not bright. Millions 
of dollars worth of new equip- 
ment for more efficient produc- 
tion buoyed earnings for some 
companies. Final earnings re- 
ports will not be totaled for 
a time but the first nine months 
of 1958 found profits trailing 
far behind the record 1957 re- 
turns. Industry profits for the 
first nifie months of 1958 to- 
taled $494.698.674 compared to 
$974.851.145 in the first nine 
months of 1957. 

There was one oddity about 
the average $4.50 a ton price 
increase at mid-year. Armco 
Steel Corp. took over a role 
usually filled by U. S. Steel 
Corp. and set the pricing pat- 
tern by announcing increases 
on selected items of flat rolled 
products. Other steel firms, in- 
cluding U. S. Steel, the No. 1 
producer, followed with similar 
price boosts. Within a short 
time the basic price of nearly 
all steel items had been hiked. 
Steel producers said the price 
increases were necessary as a 
result of the 9.1 cent hourly 
wage hike and other benefits 
given to steelworkers on July 1. 

9 Cents Pay Hike. 

The workers also received 9 
cents an hour in cost of living 
pay raises in the year. Pro-

“American business is ex- 
pansion-minded by nature and 
there is every indication that 
real estate will follow the line 
of the business upturn,” said 
the president of Tishman Real- 
ty and Construction Co., Inc. 

He thinks that demand for 
space, temporarily latent dur- 
ing the recession, is beginning 
to reassert itself. 

“Only a year ago there was 
a ‘wait and see’ attitude.

Less in Steel Plants. 

Much of the coal story can 
be summed up by saying the 
steel industry, experiencing its 
own business problems, used 
31,000,000 tons less coal last 
year than it did in 1957. Mine 
operators who produce metal- 
lurgical coal for the steel com- 
panies had expected to sell 
104,000,000 tons of coal. In- 
stead the total came to 77,000,- 
000 tons. 

Electric utility firms gave 
advance indication of plans to 
burn 167,000,000 tons of coal 
in 1958. But the final results 
showed 153,000,000 tons of coal 
went to electric producing 
plants. They used 157,000,000 
tons in 1957, Coal men said the 
utility firms took advantage of 
an excess of fuel oil and na- 
tural gas that came to the mar- 
ket at what the coal operators 
referred to as “dump” prices. 

The business lag coupled 
with constantly improving min- 
ing methods cut further into 
the ranks of production work- 
ers. Since coal’s peak produc- 
tion of 631,000,000 tons in 1947, 
the work force has declined 
from more than 400,000 to an 
estimated 180,000. 

Individual Output Up. 

During the same period the 
average production by an in- 
dividual miner has increased 
from 6.42 tons to more than 
11 tons a day. 

Steam coal which accounts 
for the bulk of the dollar vol- 
ume in the soft coal industry 
currently is selling for about 
$5.15 a ton in the West Vir- 
ginia coal fields. On other 
fronts the coal industry heard 
reports that an automatic con- 
tinuous mining machine is 
ready for commercial produc- 
tion and sale to large strip min- 
ing operations. And Consolida- 
tion Coal Co. reported that its 
108-mile coal delivery pipeline 
between Cadiz and Eastlake, 
O., has been put into commer- 
cial operation. 

Cost $13,500,000. 

The pipeline, only one of its 
kind in the nation, was built 
at a cost of $13,500,000 to move 
coal to the Cleveland Electric 
Illuminating Co. 

There has been no announce- 
ment appraising financial re- 
sults of the pipeline operation

Recession Forced Cut 
in Aluminum Prices 
— 1958 Was Quiet 
Year for Copper.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
Nonferrous metals, as might be 
expected, closely followed the 
trend of the over-all economy 
in 1958—downhill for the first 
few months and then a recovery. 

Prices, production and con- 
sumer demand all faded gradu- 
ally as the recession hampered 
production of autos, homes and 
other durable goods. Stocks of | 
virtually every important metal 
mounted steadily, then declined 
again. The situation got so bad 
for a time even aluminum had 
to undergo a price cut. That 
had not happened since 1941. 

Copper, normally the most 
spectacular perfomer, had a 
relatively quiet year. Major 
producers, who turn out most | 
United States copper, started 
1958 charging 27 cents a pound, | 
but quickly cut to 25 cents, | 
the lowest in five years. The 
Anaconda Co. raised the ante 
to 26% in June, just before 
reimposition of a tariff of 1.7 
cents a pound. After some hesi- 
tation, other producers followed 
suit. Two more increases were 
tacked on in an October buying 
spree, leaving the quote at 29 
cents a pound,

Buying Was Frantic. 

The walkouts coincided with 
increased demand from durable 
goods industries. Frantic buy- 
ing ensued, raising fears the 
runaway market of 1955-56 
might be repeated. Subsequent 
sales disclosed, however, that 
much of the buying was for 
inventory rebuilding and as a 
hedge against higher prices in 
the future, rather than because 
of an increase in basic, under- 
lying demand.

Zinc held to 10 
cents a pound through the 
stockpile, Tariff Commission 
and congressional actions, then 
climbed to 1142 cents a pound 
after quotas were imposed. 

Aluminum’s historic price 
eut, from 26 to 24 cents a 
pound, was made to meet Ca- 
nadian competition. Aluminum 
Ltd., the originator, said the 
reduction was enacted to keep 
aluminum competitive with 
other metals, but United States 
industry figures contended it 
was due to Russian dumping of 
low-price metal in the Euro- 
pean market.

Most Diseases Except Poli 0, 
Pneumonia Declined Last Yeas 


Most major diseases except 
pneumonia and poliomyelitis 
showed decreases last vear 
from 1957, giving St. Louis a 
good health record for the 
year, Dr. J. Earl Smith, health 
commissioner, announced yes- 
terday in his annual review of 
his department's work. 

There were an estimated 760 
Pneumonia cases and 498 
deaths last year, as compared 
with 606 cases and 456 deaths 
in 1957, he said, indicating that 
upper respiratory'§ infections 
will rise in the early months of 
this year 

An estimated 60 resident 
cases of infantile paralysis and 
four deaths, against five cases 
and one death in 1957, point 
up an alarming apathy on the 
part of parents, he said, be- 
cause 85 per cent of the cases 
had no Salk vaccine and only 
8 per cent had the recommend- 
of three inoculations. 

Accepting the conservative 
estimate of 75 per cent effec- 
tiveness for the Salk vaccine, 
Dr. Smith said at least 40 per-

When West Poin 


Uprising Against Constituted Authority 
Took Place Almost 150 Years Ago—Out 
of Act Was Born Modern Military Academy 


Almost the last thing that comes to mind in connec- 


tion with the 


United States Military Academy at 


West Point is the word mutiny. Yet it was there— 
nearly a century and a half ago to be sure—that 
occurred a most instructive, if bloodless, uprising 


against constituted 


authority. 


Out of the incident 


was born the modern West Point. The following 


article

IT WAS JUNE 15, 1817, and 
up at West Point newly elected 
President James Monroe, 
staunch friend of the Military 
Academy, was in a towering 
rage. The place was in poor 
shape, its curriculum had un- 
raveled, examinations were un- 
known, and discipline was non- 
existent. The acting superin- 
tendent, Capt. Alden Partridge, 
Corps of Engineers, seemed to 
be running a “Dotheboys Hall” 
of sorts, where favoritism gov- 
erned and cadets were being 
graduated without reference 
either to academic standing or 
military ability. 

The academic staff—Profes- 
sors Mansfield, Ellicott, Be- 
rard, Douglass and Crozet — 
had just presented the Presi- 
dent with burning indictments 
of the existing regime. In par- 
ticular, Mansfield had written: 

. » Men, not principles, are 
intended to prevail .. . this no- 
ble institution ts calculated on 
as an instrument to gratify 
the capacity of individuals, in 
subserving the interests of 
friends & Connexions, in ad- 
vancing favorites & sycophants, 
instead of rewarding merit on 
fair & honorable principles as 
designed by the laws.” 


Previous charges of nepo- 
tism had been made against 
Partridge: that his uncle, Isaac 
Partridge, had run the cadet 
mess; that his nephew, Lt. 
John Wright; was post adjut- 
ant; that another r@lative, 
“Major” James Barton, oper- 
ated the cadet store, where 
uniforms were sold to cadets 
at prices exorbitant in com- 
parison with those charged by 
New York tailors. 


Other complaints of disct- 
plinary laxness had been 
made; that cadets wandered 
on and off the post at will; 
that they were selling their 
pay vouchers in advance to 
loan sharks to obtain money; 
and that officers who passed 
the barracks might be 
showered by missiles thrown 
from windows. 


It was 
complaints 


these ‘charges and 
that had brought 
President Monroe to West 
Point. Now he had seen and 
heard enough. During his short 
tour as secretary of war he 
had sent a brilliant young 
graduate, Brevet Major Syl- 
vanus Thayer, abroad to study 
European military pedagogy. 
Thayer, now just returned, 
would be just the man to rec- 
tify matters. 


Turning to Gen. Joseph G. 
Swift, chief of engineers, who 
after all was responsible for 
the Military Academy, and who 
had accompanied him on this 
hurried tour of inspection, the 
President ordered a new deal. 
Partridge must go; later he 
should be court -martialed. 
Thayer should immediately be 
appointed to the superintend- 
ency to bring order out of 
chaos. 

An austere introvert from 
Vermont and a mathematician 
of parts, Partridge appears to 
have lacked any administrative 
or command ability. Filled with 
good intentions, he set forth 
again and again plans for re- 
vision of rules and for regu- 
larity in instruction and pro- 
motion, yet he personally 
violated all of them. A marti- 
net whose excessive severity at 
times made life miserable for 
some of the cadets, he was also 
weak. Certain strong-willed 
youths who had solved his 
character’ curried his favor, 
and as a result this clique 
could do no wrong. 

“Old Pewt” was Partridge’s 
nickname. Stiff and ungainly, 
he strutted about clad in an 
ancient blue uniform coat over- 
laden with buttons and lace, 
and with such unusually wide-

diers, and it would be like 
that forever after. 


Thayer began by handing 
the dismissal orders to Par- 
tridge. Accepting the orders in 
grim silence, Patridge slipped 
away from the post next day 
and Thayer set about cleaning 
house. For instance, on the de- 
parture of President Monroe, 
Partridge had put the entire 
faculty in arrest as revenge 
for their complaints, and that 
legal tangle had to be snipped. 
Then the corps had to be called 
to return, for more than half 
of the 213 on the rolls were 
on “vacation.” 

On Aug. 29, Thayer was !n- 
terrupted by a long roll of 
drums, followed by tumultuous 
cheers. Outside his office the 
corps of cadets was being pa- 
raded, under arms. By whose 
order? By none other than 
Alden Partridge! “Old Pewt” 
had returned. Clad in the 
“Peacock,” he was reading out 
an order he himself had writ- 
ten, reassuming command of 
West Point. 

Thayer quietly left the post, 
after writing a letter to the 
Secretary of War: 

“I have the honor to inform 
you that Capt. A. Partridge of 
the Corps of Engineers has 
returned to this post and has, 
this day, forcibly assumed the 
command and the superintend- 
ency of the Academy. I shall 
therefore proceed to New York 
and wait your orders.” 

Why did Thayer so meekly 
acquiesce? We lack certain 
knowledge, for Thayer never 
discussed the matter directly, 
and his evidence in the later 
trial of Partridge gives no ink- 
ling of his motives. One can 
only speculate, dismissing im- 
mediately any thought of va- 
cillation or weakness on Thay- 
er’s part; his record both be 
fore and after belies that. 

In New York Thayer report- 
ed to Swift. Forty-eight hours 
later came the aide-de-camp of 


lie, cheat or steal’—the sub- 
stance of West Point's well- 
known honor code. The Acad- 
emy was to become a kind of 
secular novitiate under Spartan 
discipline, in which each cadet 
suffered equally and was re- 
warded equally, striving to a 
common goal under impartial 
command. 


The housecleaning was a 
thorough one. A_ careful 
screening of the corps dis- 
posed of some hardy peren- 
nials who, through favorit- 
ism, had been permitted te 
stay at the place for years. 
Tradition has it that one 40- 
year-old cadet was wun- 
earthed, with a wife and 
family living in Orange 
county. Another cadet, so 
the story goes, had but one 
arm. But the majority of the 
misfits, in Thayer's own lan- 
guage, were just “nuisances 


and should be removed.” 
They were. 
Vacations were abolished. 


The Academy was placed on a 
12-month cycle. Incomers were 
screened by a thorough exam-

ination before acceptance. 
Pedagogical methods adapted 
from Ecole Polytechnique in 
France were instituted. To in- 
sure democracy, individual ca- 
dets were prohibited any out- 
side financial assistance; each 
had to depend upon his gov- 
ernment pay.

det now touched money; all his 
financial transactions were up- 
on a checking system. Were a 
cadet in debt, he got along as 
best he could with what he 
had, until such time as his pay 
re-established his credit. 


The Partridge clique amongst 
the cadets took these changes 
hard, as might be expected 
from unruly youngsters accus 
tomed to selling their pay 
vouchers for ready cash at tre- 
mendous discount. But worst 
of all, from their viewpoint, 
was the new disciplinary setup. 
Capt. John Bliss, Sixth Infan- 
try, had been appointed by 
Thayer as commandant of ca- 
dets, to supervise his Spartan 
rule. Bliss, Thayer felt, was 
“peculiarly well qualified.” Ac- 
tually, as it turned out, the 
choice was not a good one; the 
new commandant had a most 
violent temper. 


The storm clouds rose, and 
finally burst on Sunday after- 
noon, Novy. 22, 1818, with rever- 
berations which would not cease 
until they had reached the halls 
of Congress, and which would 
settle once and for all the here- 


tofore moot status of the Corps 
of Cadets in the military hier- 
archy. 


That afternoon, Capt. Bliss’s 
temper cracked. Laying hands 
on a cadet misbehaving on 
parade, Bliss threw him bod- 
ily out of ranks. Two days 
later, five cadets presented 
themselves before Thayer at 
his quarters. The quintet an- 
nounced themselves to be a 
committee representing the 
entire cadet corps and pre- 
sented a round robin signed 
by more than 150 men, de- 
manding the removal of Capt. 
Bliss. 


The superintendent sent 
them back to their quarters, 
after informing them that, 


although any cadet feeling him- 
self aggrieved would have a 
hearing, such collective action 
was unmilitary. But they re- 
turned shortly, this time bear- 
ing a set of charges of “un- 
officerlike conduct” against 
Bliss. Presenting this paper, 
the truculent five now an- 
nounced that noncompliance 
with their demand would mean 
the rebellion of the entire 
corps. 

Thayer's reaction was prompt. 
The five committeemen were 
ordered off the post. 

An inspector came and sup- 
ported the superintendent's ac- 
tion. President Monroe upheld 
Thayer. 

Capt. Bliss, however, was re- 
lieved as commandant, since 
“he does not appear to have 
sufficient command of his 
temper.” 

The rumpus went on for 
more than a year. A _ court- 
martial declared itself to be 
without jurisdiction, on the 
ground that the cadets were 
not under military law. Here, 
of course, lay the crux of the 
whole situation. 

Thayer had pointed this out

THERE ARE many different attitudes on how to treat 
American youth. One we heard recently comes from Al 
Capp, the cartoonist, who was once a boy himself.

“When I was 6 years 
old my parents put me in

and told me not to come

My 
parents were supposed to 
feed and clothe me; my 
teacher was supposed to 
teach me how to read and 
write.

“My teachers graded 
me on arithmetic, Eng- 
AL CAPP lish, history and geog- 
raphy. Since I failed all of them, it was obvious I was go- 
ing to be a cartoonist. But we never were graded for ad- 
justment, emotional stability of ‘Does he get along with 
the other children?’ My parents knew I got along with 
other children just by virtue of the fact I came home every 
afternoon with a bloody nose or a black eye. We didn't 
worry about emotional stability in those days. All children 
were emotionally unstable. They were full of hatreds and 
frustrations. Who wouldn't be if you were half the size of 
the rest of the world and didn't have a nickel to your 
name? 

“In my day, it wasn’t a question of which was the best 
school to send a kid to; it was which was the nearest one. 
All schools were good just as all churches were good and 
all teachers were good.

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Master Spy Died Broke, Bitter 


Brilliant World War Il Agent Possibly Shortened War Against Native Germany 


By Charles La Roche 


LUCERNE, Switzerland, 
Jan. 3 (UPI) 


BROOKS AND MOVIES have 
made the master spy a popular 
figure. 

He is a tough customer, 
either big, steely, gruff, hand- 
some and a wizard with his 
fists: or slight, suave, adept at 
disguises and a master with the 
fountain pen-pistol., 


In any event, he has a high 
time crossing borders illegally; 
creeping inte defense plants, 
blackmailing generals and cash- 
ing big checks from his superi- 
ors to finance seaside vacations 
with stunning blondes between 
assignments. 

All this makes fine reading, 
but Rudolf Roessler, alias Lucy, 
one of the few genuine master 
spies of World War II, had seen 
very little if any of that glam- 
our and romance when he died, 
broke and embittered, in his 
shabby little apartment near 
here Dec. 12. 


The slight, stooping man with 
the sunken cheeks of an ascetic 
monk and an owlish look be- 
hind thick, dark-rimmed 
glasses, had spent most of his 
61 years in a desperate and un- 
happy fight against a world he 
hated and never quite under- 
stood. 


The man who succeeded tn 
one of the most fantastic pieces 
of intelligence work of World 
War II, to become the first 
non-member of the German 
high command in possession of 
the exact date of the attack on 
Russia, the man featured in 
half a dozen memoir books of 
spies and counter-spies, the 
man called “worth one million 
soldiers,” had been practically 
forgotten. 


He died of a lung aflment, 
mourned only by his invalid 
wife, Helga and a few friends, 
some of whom had chipped in 
to keep him out of the poor- 
house in his last months. 

Roessler never crossed a 
border illegally in his life. He 
had not used a weapon since 
his military service in World 
War I. He knew nothing about 


invisible inks, deciphering, op- 
erating a radio transmitter, and 
he spoke no language except 
German, and lived in genteel 
poverty through all the years 
of his spying career. 


He did not even write any 


memoirs—~and the municipality 
of Kriens paid for his coffin. 


Roessler had several brushes

Mississippi

A PICTURE of ice in the 
Mississippi river on the front 
page of the Post-Dispatch re- 
cently recalled memories of 
days when winters were really 
rugged along Old Man River. 

Possibly the severest winter 
on record in St. Louis, referred 
to by old-timers as “The Win- 
ter of the Great Freeze,” oc- 
curred in 1856. During such 
winters the river was frozen 
over solidly from the Missouri 
to the Lllinois shore, coal wag- 
ons hauled fuel over the river 
ice from southern Illinois to 
St. Louis, and miniature and 
temporary “cities on _ ice” 
sprang up between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis. 


Some idea of the duration of 
this bridge of ice across the 
Mississippi during those rugged 
winters may be gained from 
the river news in newspapers 
of that time. The “river news” 
column of the Missouri Repub- 
lican, Feb. 4, 1856, reported 
the “river enjoys the same 
calm re it has for the past 
six weeks, and does not seem 
to be weary of its ley bonds.” 

It was not unti’ the begin- 
ning of March that the ice 
began to break up and the 
March 3 river news cglumn re- 
vealed that the river was near- 
ly clear of ice. 

During this ice break-up in 
1656 almost a dozen boats were 
sunk or damaged, some crushed 
like eggshells by the tons of 
shifting ice. 

Another severe winter when 
the Mississippi was frozen over 
solidly between St. Louis and 
Fast St. Louis occurred in 
1875. Eads Bridge, first bridge 
across the river at St. Louis, 
had been completed in 1874 
and formally opened to traffic 
with a huge parade of dedi- 
cation July 4, 1874.

vakia) to the detriment of a 
foreign country.” Roessler was 
sentenced to a year in prison 
for what probably was one of 
the most modest spying jobs 
in his career, When he left 
prison he was a broken man. 


' Why did this man turn to 
spying in the first place? 


It undoubtedly was a dislike 
for established order that start- 
ed Roessler on his career. 


He was born Nov. 22, 1897, 
the son of a Bavarian govern- 
ment official. The stodgy mid- 
die-class atmosphere was not 
to the liking of the fiery, ideal- 
istic youth. When he was 18 
he volunteered for military 
duty and became an officer 
during World War I. 

But by the time he left the 
service he hated the military 
wholeheartedly. At the time 
of his return to civilian life he 
was a company commander— 
and a firm pacifist. 


He diagnosed Fascism and 


Nazism as Europe's main dan- 
ger. And many of the young 
officers and students he had 
known years ago now were 
generals and government of- 
ficials. 

As a political journalist he 
had kept contacts with many 
of them—and this was the 
groundork for his career as a 
master spy. 

Some of those officials and 
military men were bitter ene- 
mies of Nazism but pretended 
to be ardent pro-Nazis in order 
to penetrate even further into 
the heart of Hitler's govern- 
ment and destroy it from wiih- 
in. Others were not active re- 
sistance members, but still 
willing to slip their old friends 
some information which could 
make “those upstart Nazis look 
stupid in the foreign press.” 

In 1934, Roessler; a known 
enemy of Nazism, had to flee to 
Switzerland. There, he founded 
a small-time publishing firm 
that never really got off the 


and,@o a year in prison for violating Swiss neutrality. 


ground. And there he set up 
his espionage organization. 

By 1939 his organization was 
running. Because of a blind 
spot in mathematics and me- 
chanies he left the technical 
operation of the organization 
to others. The details have 
never been revealed, 


At first, Roessler wanted 
only to shield Switzerland, the 
country that had given him 
asvium. After the start of the 
war, he became a member of 
the Swiss military intelligence 
and counter espionage group 
and during the following five 
years delivered 12,000 pages of 
reports from Germany to them. 

Russia's so-called “Red 
Three” espiohage organization 
recognized his worth and So- 
viet agent Alexander Rado of- 
fered him a permanent job 
with the group. 

One of the main reasons for 
Russia's taking him into its 
organization was one of Roes- 
sler’'s main coups—his “attack 


bulletin” of June, 1941. Rado 
obtained this report from Roes- 
sler almost by chance through 
a mutual friend. 

It told of the German plan 
to invade Russia. 

From then on the master spy 
gave Russia many important 
tips. He predieted several Ger- 
man offensives on the Russian 
front weeks in advance, giving 
the number of divisions and 
the spots where they would 
start their attacks. 

It was with the “Red Three” 
that Roessler adopted his now 
famous code name of “Lucy.” 
It was derived from Lucerne, 
where he lived. 

So far as is known, he never 
was a member of any other 
organization although he did 
some occasional free lancing 
for England and the United 
States. 

The “Red Three” began to 
crumble in 1942 and, partly 
acting on their own and partly 
on clues strewn in their path 
by the German Gestapo, the 
Swiss police closed in on 
Rado’s organization. 


By late 1943 it was finished 
and the police even had caught 
Roessler—much to the dismay 
of the Swiss military intelli- 
gence. It took them two months 
to convince the police of Roes- 
sler’s value to the Swiss gen- 
eral staff. 


He was released and his trial 
conveniently postponed until 
Oct. 23, 1945—after the end of 
the war. 

He was found guilty of espl- 
onage for a foreign country— 
Russia — but received a full 
pardon in view of his services 
to Switzerland. 

From then on he lapsed into 
relative obscurity until his 
trial in 1953. 

Actually, he, or rather his 
agents, had done hardly any 
cloak and dagger work. But his 
gigantic library of clippings 
from newspapers and periodi- 
cals on military matters, an oc- 
casional letter to or a visit from 
a friend in Germany, and two 
short trips to his former home- 
land were enough for Roessler’s 
brilliant mind. 

The court had a rather hard 
time proving that Roessler had 
done anything else than to 
compare and analyze non-secret 
news items and thereby detect 
the secrets behind them. But 
it was enough to find him 
guilty, especially since he open- 
ly confessed his intent of giv- 
ing the Czechs a clear picture 
of the military situation in 
Germany. 

When he left prison his pub- 
lishing firm was out of business 
and his meager savings gone. 
He eked out a precarious exist- 
ence by some free lance re- 
porting and with financial help 
from friends. 

When death came, it was al- 
most a deliverance for the 
wreck of a man who many be- 
lieved shortened the war by 
many months through his bril- 
liance as a spy.

grand upheaval of the ty 


structures.” 

During the winter of 1875, 
old records tell of wagon paths 
across the river ice made by 


coal wagons carrying fuel to 


St. Louis from Southern Illi- 
nois and of a unique “city on 
ice” that sprang up temporarily 
between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis. 

The Missour! Republican on 
Jan. 10, 1875 reported: “Heavy 


‘coal wagons in great numbers 


crossed the river yesterday. 
This is the way we keep up the 


bridge; cross on the ferries 
when they run and on the ice 
when they don't.” 

On Jan. 19 the river news 
column of the Republican told 
of a near tragedy that befell 
one of the residents of the 
temporary ‘city on ice” on the 
Mississippi. The victim was 
Chris Hilliflicker, an enterpris- 
ing saloon keeper who operated 
a half-way house in the middle 
of the river. 

“A bar room was established 
on the ice, half-way across the 


river,” the newspaper related. 
“On the west end of the coun- 
ter there was St. Louis whisky, 
and for the accommodation of 
those who desired to go crazy 
a bottle of East St. Louis fire- 
water was on hand at the east 
end. Day before yesterday the 
gentle Teuton slept. A good 
conscience and a mug of beer 
will put anybody to sleep and 
as Chris Hilliflicker dozed 
away he did not see how. the 
stove on the ice floor of his 
shanty was reddening with the 
last scuttle of coal. The crys- 
tals of ice formed by the chem- 
ist, Jack Frost, gradually dis- 
solved with the heat, but Chris 
slept on. The water mounted 
up on the chair threatening 
to swamp him but still he sat 
upon the lap of Morpheus. 
Soon the heaviness of Chris 
caused a fracture in the ice 
which had grown thinner just 
in proportion as the fire 
waxed hotter and he sank be- 
neath. There is a hole in the 
barroom and the stove is per- 
haps red hot at the bottom of 
the river. But Chris Hilliflicker 
has packed up his traps and 
rented a saloon in town where 
terra firma and not ice is be- 
neath.” 


The ice breakup In that cold 
winter of 1875 came on Feb. 
25, during a blinding snow- 
storm. Citizens of both St. 
Louis and East St. Louis lined 
the banks of the Mississippi to 
watch the spectacle. Any 
doubts of the strength of the 
huge piers of the new river 
bridge were dispelled. 


Huge sections of the freed 
river ice were caught up by 
the reawakened current and 
battered against the stone 
piers of the bridge. There they 
were broken into small cakes 
which floated harmlessly by 
the many tied-up river craft 
near the two banks of the 
Mississippi.

TOKYO, Jan. 3 (UPI). 


TWELVE YEARS AGO some 
paratroopers from America’s 
Eleventh Airborne  Divisiwn 
took a liking to a 13-year-old 
Japanese orphan who ran a 
shoe-shine stand in Kyoto Sta- 
tion. 

The paratroopers did what 
countless American’ service 
men have done since then— 
they “adopted” the boy. They 
made him their mascot, out- 
fitted him in pint-sized army 
uniforms, sent him to school 
and nicknamed his “Shorty.” 


There were many thousands of 
“Shortys” in those days, many 
of whom were kept alive by 
unpublicized acts of kindness 
and generosity. Even now 
more than 20,000 of them in 
Japan and Korea are at least 
partially supported by United 
States service men. 

Today the “Shorty” who 
used to shine shoes in a chilly 
corner of Kyoto station is a 
man of 25, ready to graduate 
from Tohoku Gakuin, a Protes- 
tant university in the north- 
eastern Japanese city of Sendai. 

He came to the Tokyo offices 
of United Press International 
the other day with a special 
request. 


“T just want to say thanks 
to all the guys who helped 
me,” Shorty said. “There 
were a lot of them, but now 
I've lost their addresses. 
I'd like to find out where 
they are, and write them 
all.” 


SHORTY ALSO INTENDS 
to say “thanks” in a much more 
tangible way. 

“After I graduate next 
March I want to do social 
work,” he said. “I want to 
work in a mixed-blood orphan- 
age because I think I know 
how those kids feel.” 

Shorty’s real name is Mi- 
chinori Takii. He was born in 
Kobe in 1933, one of three 
children. During the war his 
father, a language expert, was 
sent to Java to interpret Ma- 
layan for the. Japanese im- 
perial army. The elder Takil 
died in Java, and his wife per- 
ished during an air raid shortly 
before the war ended. 

Shorty drifted to Kyoto and 
set up his shoe-shine stand in 
the main rail terminal of the 
unbonfbed city. 

“One day.” he recalled, “a 
soldier asked me for a shine. 
He was surprised when | spoke 
English to him. I still remem- 
bered a little from what mv 
father taught me and my two 
sisters.” 

The soldier, whom Shorty 
remembers only as “Jeff,” re- 
turned several times and final- 
ly took the boy to his unit, a 
medical detachment, to try on 
some ultra-small clothes. From 
then on, Shorty was a part of 
the Eleventh Airborne 

Shorty moved with the unit 
to Akita in northern Japan, 
then to Yamagata City, and 
finally to Chitose in the north- 
ernmost island of Hokkaido. 
When the Korean war broke 
out, the division: by then 
re-designated the Seventh In- 
fantry Division, went to Tokyo 
and on to Inchon. 

“I went with them,” Shorty 
said. He whipped out photos 
taken of him in Inchon and Pu- 
san to prove it. “They took me 
as an interpreter in September 
1950. I went to Inchon, Pusan 
and even north Korea. When 
everybody evacuated from 
Hungnam I went with them 
to Pusan.” 

There, some Seventh Division 
soldiers, worried about the 
boy’s education, sent him back 
to Japan. 


Since March, 1951, he has 
continued studying and work- 
ing. Of his two sisters, he 
said, the younger one now 
works as a beautician in 
Tokyo and the other one is 
married to Marine Set. Wal- 
ter G. Oehlerking, of Yank- 
ton, S.D. 


SHORTY NOW HOPES to 
enter a Tokyo school for a 
year's study in sociology, go to 
the New York College of So- 
cial Work for another year, 
then return to Japan to work 
in an orphanage.

It’s Now Respectable for Local Prince Charmings to Rent Formal Clothing

RENTING, it is said, has be- 
come the greatest boon to the 
American public since the in- 
vention of time payments. And 
one of the more fascinating 
manifestations of the renting 
trend lies in the brisk business 
being done nowadays by those 
firms which, for a nominal sum, 
outfit Prince Charming for the 
ball. 


Not only has the renting of 
formal clothes for all occasions 
—dinner jackets, tail coats, 
morning coats and cutaways— 
become a large and thriving 
business, but also it has 
achieved an acceptance and re- 
spectability which is almost 
revolutionary. 


Times, to coin a phrase, have 
changed. It hasn’t been much 
more than a decade since the 
renting of a dress suit or a 
tuxedo was a sort of backroom 
operation with furtive and ig- 
nominious overtones. If a man 
Was compelled to rent evening 
clothes, he usually looked both 
ways before he ducked into the 
shop. What he came out with 
was likely to be a somewhat 
rusty model with a Gay Nine- 
ties cut that could be spotted 
as a rented job clear across the 
dance floor 

Today men walk into salons 
where they are shown as neat 
a set of threads as they could 
buy at the best shops, all of 
good quality and workmanship 
and guaranteed to fit 

There are now 12 such shops 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, and just how many of their 
dinner jackets rest on the 
shoulders of formally dressed 
males ‘on, say New Year's eve, 
is a little hard to tell. But the 
average for a shop is 250 suits 
on such a night, so a fair per- 
centage of them will be rented. 
One shop, which carries some 
900 garments for rent, report- 
ed that when New Year's eve 
arrived they had only three 
dinner jackets available. 

What has caused the boom in 
rented evening clothes and the 
change of attitude? 

Well, says Leonard Gelber, 
whose firm is one of the oldest 
(and an old firm in this busi- 
ness is about 10 vears.old) and 
largest renters in town, there 
are several factors involved. 
One is that more men are giv- 
ing in to the urge to dress for- 


mally nowadavs Another is 
the fact that they can rent a 
good-looking outfit which fits 


them properly for a nominal 
sum. 

It is also caused, according 
to Joe Saxon, a young man 


who operates Skeffington’s, by 
the fact that formal attire is 
moving into younger circles. 
There was a time when a 
young man received his first 
tuxedo, if he were going to 
receive one at all, at the same 
time he got his right to vote 

But now, says Saxon, many 
college affairs and more and 
more high school affairs call 
for tuxedos. And the young- 
sters love it 

Oddly enough, says Saxon, 
it isn't the youngsters who go 
for the bright red ties and 
cummerbunds with their tux- 
edos It's the older men with 
an urge to be foxy. The ave! 
age college man wouldn't be 
caught in anything but a black 
tie 

The outlay for a rental busi- 
ness is considerable and the 
turnover is terrific. 

Average life of a garment is 
about two years, A good shop 
won't keep one even if it be- 
gins to look just a little worn 
Then too, there is the matter 
of stvle. Men look at television 
and they know what people 
like Perry Como, Tony Martin 
and Steve Allen are wearing 

Consequently the big favor- 
ite right now is one known in 
the trade as the Tony Martin 
Tux. a Slim line jacket with. not 
too broad shoulders and nar- 
row shawl lapels. Just to keep 
abreast, if not actually ahead of 
the trade, they're already get- 
ting in a few samples of a cou- 
ple of models which give indi- 
cations of coming into favor. 
One is the formal version of 
the new continental style, with 
peaked lapels, velvet collar and 
velvet sleeve cuffs. Another is 
a sedate, notch lapel model be- 
ing favored nowadays by the 
Ivy League set 

Leonard Gelber, who oper- 
ates under the name of Leon- 


ard’s. is a middle-aged man 
who admits he is amazed at 
how the business has grown 


He got started when he owned 
a small clothing store Now 
and then someone would need 
a tuxedo or a dress suit, so he 
kept a few in stock just for that 
purpose Before that, he ex- 
plained, the only place a man

could rent evening clothes was 
at a costume Shop, and they

As the demand grew, Gelber 
added more and better suits 
The time came, some 12 years 
ago, when he closed out his 
clothing business and concen- 
trated on renting evening 
clothes 

Today he has some 900 gar- 
ments available. Like other 
renters, he boasts he can fit 
just about anybody. The only 
time the whole industry here 
was stumped was a couple of 
years ago when a prominent 
ex-wrestier needed a dinner 
jaccet. He required a size 56. 
The rental shops were all call- 
ing each other, but the biggest 
they could round up was a 54. 
Most shops only carry as big 
as 52. But Gelber was proud 
of the fact that when a basket- 
ball player who measured 6 
feet 8 inches came in, bringing 
several teammates, almost as 
tall, to be groomsmen, they 
were able to outfit them all. 

Christmas, New Year's, and 
the Veiled Prophet Ball are 
happy times for the firms. The 
poorest time of year is Lent 
During the rest of the year the 
bulk of the business is for 
weddings. with an occasional 
formal! bal! 


More than 90 per cent of 
men bring their rented suits 
back promptly the next day 


And most of them in excellent 
condition. But vou never know, 
renters say. what you are go- 
ing to find in the pockets 


There is always rice, of course, 
in wedding outfits, but one of 
the most common is a piece of 
wedding cake wrapped up in a 
paper napkin 

They also find earrings, lip 
sticks and compacts which girl 
friends have given their es- 
corts to carry. On one occa- 
sion after a VP ball, Saxon re- 
ports, he found a wallet with 
$800 in it. 

It isn't at all uncommon, 
renters report, to find a sub- 
stantial check made out to the 
bridegroom as a wedding pres- 
ent from father-in-law, left in 
the suit by a nervous bride- 
groom 

Naturally the shops get a lot 
of people who are wearing din- 
ner jackets or full dress for 
the first time. They usually 
can tell, and they make a prac- 
tice of asking customers as 
tactfully as possible if it’s their 
first encounter. Then they can 
tell them what goes with what 
and how to put on everything. 

But on Christmas, New Year's 
and Veiled Prophet days’ and 


nights, they never figure on 
getting away from the shop 
before 10 or ll p.m. “I've had 


college boys pounding on my 
door who needed help with 
shirt studs, or a bow tie they 


couldn't subdue,” Saxon re- 
lated. “We do everything ex- 
cept dress some of them.” 


Some men won't admit they've 
never worn evening clothes 
before, and they get into some 
strange predicaments. One man 
came back to Leonard's the 
morning after a ball and said

Most men, however, still prefer the tra- 


ditional pleated front, 


everything was a perfect fit ex- 
cept the shirt. The sleeves were 
way too long.

‘J.B.’ Vivid Modern 
Biblical Paraphrase 


ONE OF the big current dramatic hits In New York which 
-I saw in New York on my recent visit there is Archibald 
\.MacLeish’s morality verse-play, “J. B.,”. in which the poet 
boldly and eloquently seeks to find the answer for human 
““puffering by retelling the Biblical story of Job through a 
» Medern eye. 

Certainly it is vivid, electric theater. Certainly Director 
©lia Kazan has made it an impressive, almost awesome show 
with his stagecraft. And certainly a talented cast has breathed 
life and fire into Mr. MacLeish’'s limpid, often beautiful, verse. 

Mr. MacLeish has been ingenious in his approach. The 
stage of the ANTA theater has been made into a desolate, 
deserted circus tent by Boris Aronson. Qnto this wander 
from the audience, two actors reduced to circus peddlers. One 
Mr. Zuss, climbs up onto a ropewalkers’ platform and plays 
God. The other, called Nickles, remains, appropriately, below 
and plays Satan; both donning the masks of their roles. Be- 
tween them in the circus ring we find their puppet—Job, now 
called “J.B.,.” a rich industrialist, “a perfect and an upright 
man.” sitting down to Thanksgiving dinner with his happy 
family. J.B. is confident “God ts on my side,” as Nickles 
smirks sardonically, well knowing, as does the audience, the 
catastrophe that is about to strike. 


Mr. Kazan gives this to us in a flashing, episodic 
series, garish, terse, and savage like tabloid headlines, 
as the Messengers in various garbs come in and break 
to J.B. the list of the sickening blows that have 
struck him—his five children killed by bullets in 
war, a drunken driver, a psychotic juvenile, and a 
bomb. As the last holocaust strikes, evidently an 
atomic explosion, the tent shudders and sways and 
sinks to the ground, a fiery pit opens beneath 
Satan's feet. J.B.’s wife deserts him, in disgust, and 
he is stricken with a skin rash. But still he will not 
“curse God and die.”

“We are—and that is all our answer.” And his wife, 
returned to him, seems to urge love as the solu- 
tion: “Blow on the coal of the heart and we'll see 
by and by.” she has said bitterly, 
“And the stars will stare until your eyes sting.”

Now, this seems to me to be philsophically unsatisfac- 
tory. Having posed the problem of reconciling the cruelties 
of the universe with the existence of God, Mr. MacLeish 
seems to have neatly dodged it in a haze of articulate obscurity. 
Or does the poet take the attitude of the psychiatrist Comforter 
which J.B. so violently rejects in these terms: 

os . Can we be men

Crisp Days 
And Nights 


On the Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


QUITE OFTEN in Missouri, 
around the first of the year, 
we are blessed with a spell of 
fine weather that may last for 
a week or more. It is, in fact, 
a season when we are espe- 
cially thankful to be living in 
the country. Nights are crisp 
and clear, with a moon that 
rides the full circuit of the 
Sky and still shines brightly 
in the west as dawn paints the 
horizon above old Buford 
mountain. In the first hours of 
darkness, stars stand out in 
sharp perspective, so it is easy 
to imagine one can gauge their 
respective distances from earth.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 —

This week he will offer in- 
vestors a new issue of long- 
term bonds, The offering will 
be made to raise about a bil-| 
lion that the Treasury will 
need in the first quarter. | 
Anderson will fire his sec-| 
ond barrel three weeks later 
by making an additional move 
to lengthen the debt when he 
announces his plans for refund- 
ing $14,872,000,000 of securi- 
ties that come due in February. 


A final decision on the terms 
of the February refunding still 
is a long way off but the Treas- 
ury has received suggestions 
that it offer investors a choice 
of two or three securities, in- 
cluding a bond maturing in 
about 10 years. 


Investor Demand. 


Market experts have told the 
Treasury that there will be an 
investor demand for a secur- 
ity in the 10-year maturity 
area. 

The anchor security in the 
February refunding package is 
expected to be a certificate 


maturing in about one year. 
The Federal Reserve System 
holds almost six billion of the 
February maturities and the 
Treasury will have to issue a 
one-year obligation both to 
satisfy the central bank and 
to meet the requirements of 


public investors. 

About the only obligation 
that will be firmly ruled out 
of this week's cash offering and 
the February refunding will be 


a short bond. That particular 
part of the calendar still is 
choked with the 7.4 billion of 
seven year, 2% 3 per cent bonds 
that investors took in a big 
speculative buying spree last 
June, 

There have been proposals 
that the Treasury include a 


note maturing in two-to-three

Money is 
getting tighter again, and this 
may reduce the number of 
housing starts and other con- 
struction. Yet, the general 
business outlook for 1959 ap- 
pears definitely favorable.

not particularly concerned about 
the immediate future. We are 
seriously concerned about the 
longer range potential for ex- 
treme inflation. 

We have experienced a con- 
tinuing inflation for more than 
20 years now, but it has been 
kept somewhat within bounds. 
Increases in business, er teed 
trial, and farm productivity on 
the one hand, and the interven- 
tion of fiscal and monetary 
policies on the other, have suc- 
ceeded in withstanding any 
wild inflation. Today, however, 
there is serious worry that in- | 
flationary forces could reach 
beyond the limits of normal 
control. Three factors should 
be cited, 

Wage Rise Pressure. 

Although business, industry, 
and labor have done an out- 
standing job of increasing pro- | 
ductivity, there continues to be 
heavy and often successful 
pressure for wage increases 
that go beyond productivity. 
This one trend alone could 
lead ultimately to an wuncon- 
trolled inflationary situation. 

Our government is continu- | 
ing to spend beyond its income, 
and we face pressing financial 
problems in connection with 
deficit financing. With the mil- 
itary and economic “free 
world” commitments we have 
at home and abroad, and with 


| 


the increasing demands for 
more spending by the influ- 
ential political leaders today, 


we face a tremendous task in 
keeping the American dollar 
and economy on a sound basis. 


Finally, the investors of our 
nation—large and small, indi- 
vidual and institutional—seem | 


convinced that common stocks 
are the only safe hedges 
against the effects of inflation. 
They are helping to increase 
inflation by deserting the bond 
market, government securities, 


and other fixed income invest- | 


ments 

Since there has been wide- 
spread comment as to the un- 
healthiness of the wage-price 
spiral and repeated federal 
budget deficiencies, some ob-

Common Stock Rush. 

The rush to common stock 
and other equities is under- 
standable, but it is not health- 
ful for the future of our econ- 
omy. We must have a strong 
bond and mortgage money 
market, and we must have an 
attractive market for govern- 
ment securities. This type of 
financing must not be solely in 
the hands of our banking sys- 
tem, where it only helps to 
feed the fires of inflation

Cotton Mills Recovered 
From Recession After! 
Drastically Cutting 
Output. 


By WALTER BREEDE JR. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP) —| 
The recession-plagued textile 
industry finally turned the cor- | 
ner in 1958. There was every 
indication the upturn would 
continue well into 1959. | 

But it wasn’t an easy year 
for the manufacturers who spin 
and weave the billions of yards | 
of material needed to clothe 
the nation, decorate its homes 
and upholster its furniture and 
autos. For cotton, which still 
supplies nearly two thirds of | 
America’s textile needs, the 
price of recovery was a dras- 
tic cutback in production. Sup- 
ply and demand did not come 
into balance until about the 
middle of the year. 

The first signs of upturn 
came after 18 frenzied months 
during which cotton manufac- 
turers shut down mills by the 
score, junked looms by the 
carload, and dismantled spin- 
dies by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. 

Output Down Sharply. 

Although demand was on the 
increase in the second half of 
1958, output of broad woven 
cotton cloth for the entire year 
fell to a skimpy nine billion 
yards — down more than 5% 
per cent from recession 1957 
and a whopping 13 per cent be- 
low the 10,317,000,000 yards 
produced in 1956. 

The prospect of increased 
sales and fatter mill margins 
cheered textile men as the 
year came to a close. 

“The textile industry,” said 
President Halbert M. Jones of 
the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers Institute, “ends 1958 in 
a mood of optimism that con- 
trasts sharply with the gloomy 
forecasts expressed at the be- 
ginning of the year.” 

The end of 1958 found many 
United States textile men still 
worrying about low-cost foreign 
imports. Their chief complaint: 
A system that permits foreign 
mills which pay low wages (as 
low as the equivalent of seven 
United States cents an hour in 
Hong Kong) to buy govern- 
ment-subsidized United States 
cotton at prices 20 per cent 
lower than United States mills 
must pay. 

This so-called two-price sys- 
tem results from the obligation 
of the United States Govern- 
ment to support the price of 
raw cotton. Cotton bought by 
the Government under the 
price support program is sold 
for export at the considerably 
lower world market price, with 
Uncle Sam paying the differ- 
ence. 

Wool Men Complaining. 

Much the same complaint 
was voiced by wool and wor- 
sted cloth producers. Demand 
improved slightly in 1958, but 
latest figures indicated produc- 
tion of woven wool apparel fab- 
rics would fail to match the 
257.000,000 yards woven in 
1957, described by one indus- 


try spokesman as “a _ lousy 
year.” | 
On the tmport situation, 
Edwin Wilkinson, executive 


vice president of the National 


| Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers, declared: “Comparing 
the situation of the domestic 


industry with imports is not 
encouraging.” Foreign imports, 
with British goods topping the 
list have been running at about 
14 per cent of United States 
production in recent months. 
Man-made or “synthetic” tex- 
tiles continued to gain in 1958 
at the expense of natural fib- 
ers like cotton and wool. Out- 
put of synthetic broad woven 
fabrics in the first nine months 
totaled about 1,717,000,000 
yards compared with 1,667,000.- 
000 a year ago. 
| Synthetic fibers also found 
increasing use in blends with 
wool and cotton. The resultant 
fibrics found their way into 
“wash-and-wear” dresses, suits 
and shirts whose’ easy-care 
properties appealed to house- 
| Wives who had been disappoint- 
'ed by earlier failures in this 
fast-growing field. 
| “Our 1958 sales were up 20 
per cent over 1957,” said Vice 
President John W. Brooks of

tives before. Originally, it was written for telephone employees, then later published 
as a newspaper advertisement. Even so, / earnestly invite you to read it again. You 
(the public) are our ‘boss.’ In the long run, it is your judgment (not ours) that 


decides how sound these policies are, how wel// we've lived up to objectives.” 


PROGRESS has long been the key- 
note of the telephone business. Within a few 
generations this company has grown from a few 
people serving a handful of telephones until we 
now number about 56,000 people serving 
approximately 5,600,000 telephones. 


And, if business forecasters are anywhere 
near correct, the next 20 years will bring more 
growth and development than we have ever 
seen before. 


With this in mind, it would seem a good 
time to examine ourselves and the company to 
see what we may expect during the next 20 
years as a company and as individuals. 


As individuals, we work for the company, 
first of all, to earn a living.

For the 
long pull, we are not likely to make profits on a 
service that is not good. Employees? If a busi- 
ness fails to serve, there will soon be no business 
to work for.

REASONABLE COST 

But all of our equipment, our training, and our 
improved methods would net us nothing if the 
cost of service became so high that people would 
not buy it. Therefore, cost must be weighed in 
everything we do. We must keep the price of 
our service reasonable. A reasonable price has

FINANCIAL SAFETY 

On the other hand, the price of service cannot 
be so low that the financial security of the com- 
pany is endangered. The price must bring in 
enough revenue to provide a fair return to the 
owners of the business. The price must provide 
a sufficient profit margin to enable the com- 
pany to plan ahead with confidence. 


A company with insufficient earnings must 
live from hand to mouth. Decisions must be 
based on the amount of cash available rather

_than the needs of the business. There can be no 


training, no building for the future, no security 
of employment. Long-run considerations of 
economy and efficiency must be sacrificed for 
stopgap measures, and the end result is poorer 
service, higher costs, and eventual failure. 


In the long run, a price that provides profit 
enough to undertake new research and develop- 
ment results in better and cheaper service to 
the public. 


FAIR TREATMENT 
OF EMPLOYEES 


Fair treatment of employees means good pay, 
good working conditions, reasonable job se- 
curity, and opportunity for advancement based 
on merit. 


These things, in turn, depend on a successful! 
business. And it is people—employees—who 
are the most important element in the success 
of any business. Thus, in the broadest sense, 


each of us is responsible in a large degree for our 
own fair treatment. There is no surer way to 
insure our own success than giving the public 
more and better service for the price it pays. 


This is the keystone upon which our wages, 
our Benefit and Pension Plan, our opportunities 
and all other job factors depend. 


And along with giving good service goes job 
satisfaction, for good service can be ‘as satis- 
factory to the giver as to the public. It provides 
its own personal sense of accomplishment — 
pride in a job well done. 


MANAGEMENT'S 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


Employees depend on management to provide 
the machines, the methods, the equipment, and 
the direction that will enable good people to 
provide good service. ‘Thus, how management 
discharges its responsibilities determines how 
much opportunity employees have to succeed, 


In addition to supplying the material things 
needed to do the job, management must so run 
the business that employees have an incentive 
to do well. And management must recognize 
and reward merit when it is displayed by 
employees. 


This reward comes in the form of upgrading 
in vocational levels or promotion into or within 
management, and it serves a twofold purpose. 
One purpose, of course, is to give the employee 
the recognition he has earned through merit. 
The other is to assure the company of continued 
good management. The future of the business 
and all the people in it depends on the kind of 
people who are promoted into management. 
For they are the ones who will run the business 
tomorrow, 


It is literally true that the telephone busi- 
ness is an up-from-the-ranks business. There is 
no substitute for experience gained on the job 
and for training which a person receives as he 
progresses from job to job. 


Advancement, however, does not come auto- 
matically. Each person’s chances depend largely 
upon himself. 


All of the training and all of the experience 
which the company can offer will not neces- 
sarily move a person into a better job. The em- 
ployee must also have the ambition to develop 
and improve himself. And, through good job 
performance, he must earn advancement. 


There are many, many good people in this 
business, and the competition 1s keen.

who makes the most of this training—the one 
who thinks and studies on his own and who is 
most ready for opportunity when it comes—is 
the person most likely to get ahead. 


Management can provide training courses; 
it can encourage employees to progress. But it 
cannot and should not force any person to de- 
velop himself. That must come from within the 
individual. 


Along with employees, management also 
has a responsibility to the owners of the busi- 
ness and to the public. 


The owners depend on management to run 
the business in a sound, profitable manner. If 
this is not done, one of two things will happen. 
There will be a change in management, or the 
business will run downhill. The latter would be 
disastrous to all concerned, including the 
employees. 


The public depends on management to ad- 
minister the business in such a manner that its 
service needs are met at a reasonable cost. 


And the public in the end is the boss of any 
business. If this boss—the public—is not 
pleased, the business is again in trouble and its 
jobs and people in jeopardy. 


Beyond that, management has a moral 
obligation to the public and the nation. Busi- 
ness is an integral part of the great American 
economy. It is the duty of all business—and 
particularly of a public utility—to place the 
welfare of the country and its defense at the 
head of the list. 


THE FUTURE These are a few 
basic thoughts on the objectives of our com- 
pany. They do not cover specifically the daily 
problems that make the job difficult at times.

Confidence Remains. 

Forecasters seem no less con- 
fident concerning the longer- 
term outlook than they were in 
1955-1956. Compared with the 
United States the Canadian dip 
is regarded as having been 
shallower and shorter—but with 
a current slower recovery pace 
Most Canadian predictions for 
1959 are qualified with the 
comment: “Much depends upon 
what happens in the United 
States.” This is inevitable in 
view of the fact that Canada 
sells about .60 per cent of her 
export products to the United 
States and buys about 70 per 
cent of her imports from the 
United States 

The American pick-up, ac- 
cordingly, is good news in Can- 
ada 

Unemployment, federal def- 
icit financing and fear of in- 
flation are the chief clouds 

Changes in world trade pat- 
terns are also watched with 
concern—perhaps with a spe- 
clal eve on American wheat- 
disposal and farm-support poli- 
cies, and on such things as 
United States import restric- 
tions on lead, zine and oil. Con- 
cern is also felt about Russian 
competition which has been ap- 
pearing in a number of com- 
modities. Employment con- 
tinues around record levels but 
is accompanied by unemploy 
ment arising out of growth in 
the work force. Last Maarch 
of 597,000 out of a labor force 
unemployment reached a peak 


of 5,998,000. At Sept. 20 the 
figure was 271.000 out of a 
labor force of 6,159,000. Total 
population in September had 


the preceding 
409,000 to 17,- 


increased since 
September by 
154,000. 

While unemployment causes 
hardship for some, most Cana- 
dians—with increased dispos- 
able income from peak wages 
and salaries—are prosperous, as 
indicated by increased savings 
and some increase in spending 
Personal savings have gone up 
some 11 per cent to about seven 
billion dollars and retail sales 
for the vear are expected to be 
about 2 per cent ahead of last 
year's total of $14,654,288,000 
Retailers hope that if people 
come through the winter with 
fair confidence, some of the 
savings-account money will find 
its way to their counters. Auto- 
mobile manufacturers predict 
that 1959 will be better than 
this vear, and possibly better 
than 1957. Inventories are re- 
garded as at a low point for 
current conditions and this is 
expected to lead to a pick-up in 
a wide range of manufacturing 


Ingot Production Up. 


Steel ingot production, which 
kept around 70 per cent of 
rated capacity when conditions 
were at about their worst, was 
up to 86.2 in the week ending 
Nov. 22 

Mining — despite 
some categories—is expected to 
be around or above 1957's rec- 
ord of more than two billion 
dollars. Farm income is up con- 
siderably—partly as the result 
of increased cattle and wheat 
sales. Construction figures 
probably will be slightly ahead 
of last year. 

Housing—with the _ federal 
government putting up or guar- 
anteeing funds— was at a rec- 
ord level in 1958 and was one 
of the economy's mainstays. In 


losses in 


1959 housing may be down 
moderately from this year's 
record, but expenditures on 
schools, public buildings, high- 
ways and industrial buildings 
are expected to gain. 
Exports—which might have 


heen expected to decline in the 
face of world conditions—held 
up in surprising fashion and 
may establish a record by a 
narrow margin. 

Exports of Canadian products 
in 1957 reached a record $4.,- 


839.100.000 but—with the re- 
cession already under way— 
were only $49,348,000 above 
1956. 


In 1958 they gained slightly 
in the first six months, dorpped 
back in the next quarter for a 
small nine-month loss, but in 
October advanced 12 per cent 
over October last year for a 
slight 10-month gain—$4,071,- 
800.000 as compared with $4.- 
046,900,000 in the same period 
of 1957. 

In general, export declines 
reflected the nature of the in- 
dustrial and business slowdown 
'—with losers including news- 
print, wood pulp, pulpwood, 
iron and iron products, copper,

Rates on Interest 
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LOANS NNLABLE 
T0 SMALL BUSINESS

During 1958 the economy of 
St. Louis and that of the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, which 


surrounds it, paralleled that of 
the national economy. Business 
activity declined during the 
early part of this year with a 
rather .sharp contraction § in 
commercial and industrial loans 
Since May the area has expe- 
rienced steady improvement, 
which improvement in indus- 
try has brought some increase 
in loans in general. There has 
been less normal demand for 
bank credit during the latter 
part of 1958 

The construction industry was 
one of the first industries to 
increase and shows a very fa- 
vorable growth during the year 
In fact, in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, construction 
has shown a greater increase 
over a vear ago than that re- 
flected in the national econ- 
amy. Loanable funds have been 
available to the industry at low- 
er rates than those prevailing 
at the inception of 1958. 

Interest rates declined during 
the early months of the year, 
occasioned both by a decrease 
in the demand for funds and 
some increase in the supply of 
money through savings and 
more lenient Federal monetary 
policies. The downward trend 
in the economy reversed itself 
in the late spring. Subsequent- 
ly the Federal Reserve System 
adopted more restrictive mone- 
tary policies to combat infla- 
tion. While interest rates are 
above the summer lows, they 
remain below the average of 
rates prevailing a vear ago. 

A number of banks, specif- 
ically including The Boatmen’s 
National Bank of St. Louis, re- 
served a substantial proportion 
of loanable funds for small busi- 
nesses worthy of bank credit. 
Approximately a year ago we 
advertised the fact that we had 
funds available for credit- 
worthy small businesses. We

Chemical manufacturing, 
which supplies all branches of 
United States industry, felt 
the decline to the greatest 
extent,

Ethics to which he must subscribe. 


Under all is the land. Upon its wise utilization and widely allocated ownership depend the 
survival and growth of free institutions and of our civilization. The Realtor is the instru- 
mentality through which the land resource of the nation reaches its highest use and through 
which land ownership attains its widest distribution. 


The functions of a Realtor impose obligations beyond those of ordinary commerce: they im- 
pose grave social responsibility and a patriotic duty to which the Realtor should dedicate 
himaelf, and for which he should be diligent in preparing himself. The Realtor, therefore. 
is zealous to maintain and improve the standards of hie calling and share with his fellow- 
Realtors a common responsibility for its integrity and honor. 


In the interpretation of his obligations, he can take no safer guide than that which has been 
handed down through twenty centuries, embodied in the Golden Rule: 


“Whatsoever ye would that men should do unto you, do ve also unto them.” 


Accepting this standard as his own, every Realtor pledges himself to observe its spirit in | 
all his dealings and in the conduct of his business. 


In accepting the agency for property, the Realtor pledges himself to be fair to purchaser or 
tenant, as well as to the owner whom he represents and. whose interests he should protect 


and promote as he would his own. 


The acceptance by a Realtor of an exclusive listing imposes the 


obligation of rendering 


skilled and conscientious service: when a Realtor is unable to render such services. either 


himself or with the aid of his fellow-Realtors. 


should net accept the listing. 


Refore offering a property listed with him by the owner. it is the Realtor’s duty to advise 
the owner honestly and intelligently regarding its fair market value 


Tt is the duty of every Realtor to protect the nu! hie agairat fraud. misrepresentation, or 


unethical practices in connection with real estate transactions.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
Recession in the first half of 
1958 slowed but did not halt 
growth of the telephone in- 
dustry. 

In 1958 the nation’s 4114 
telephone companies spent a 
total of $2, 519,785,000 expand- 
ing their service and network 
of wires, cables and _ radio- 
telephone links. This was $342,- 
984,000 less than in 1957 

During the year 2,878,000 
new telephones were added, 
bringing the nation's total to 
64,750,000. The growth was 
560,000 telephones shy of the 
1957 total. 

The industry can boast one 
new record in 1958. It enabled 
Americans to make an average 
of 245,875,000 telephone calls 
daily, up 7,500,000 a day from 
the year before. 

American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., the world's biggest 
private company, spent two and 


'one-fourth billion dollars on 


expansion in 1958. A.T. & T., 
through its Bell system, op- 
erates 54,700,000 telephones, 
more than 80 per cent of the 
country's total. At the end of

Families Use It as ‘Nor- 
mal’ Way to Buy. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)~— 


|The president of a giant financ- 


ing firm predits a rise of more 
than three billion dollars in in- 
stallment credit this year 
over 1958. 

Consumer installment credit 
volume will continue to in- 
crease because most families 
now use it as the “normal” way 
to buy automobiles and other 
durables, said Arthur O. Dietz, 
president of C.1LT. Financial 
Corp., in a year-end statement. 

He also based his prediction 
on the expanding use of credit 
in new fields 

“Studies conducted by the 
C.1LT, department of econom- 
igs,” Dietz said, “indicate that 
consumers will use $16,200.- 
000,000 of installment credit 
for auto purchases in 1959, up 
two billions over 1958. Total 
installment credit at 42% bil- 
lions will be about $3,100,000.- 
000 higher than the 1958 total.” 

If the total in 1959 hits the 
mark forecast by Dietz it would 
top the record $42,400,000,000 
ef 1957. 

Dietz added that some of 
the “backlog demand” from the 
recent recession will help swell 
total credit extensions in the 
coming year

NEW YORK; Jan. 3 ‘AP)— 
Housing started 1958 with a 
whimper and ended on a boom. 
The industry's surprising come- 


' back helped mightily in arrest- 


ing the 1957-58 recession. 
Out on the corn fields and 


—}| the potato farms, builders mer- 


rity hammered away at an 
assortment of split levels, 
ranches and two-story colonials, 
creating new and enlarging old 
communities under the benefi- 


cent stimulus of easy money. 
One of the first things the 
Federal Government did, when 
it became convinced the 1957- 
98 recession was real, was pass 
a bill to stimulate housing. 
This bill lowered down pay- 
ments and eased the path for 
channeling more money into 
home building. 

The results were quite spec- 
tacular. Home building starts 
in February, before passage of 
the Government bill, had 
slumped to the lowest level for 
that month in nine years. Pri- 
vate starts were at an annual 
rate of only 890,000 homes. 

From then on the trend was 
upward until near yearend, 
when a slight slump developed. 
The year's residential construc- 
tion ran between 1,100,000 and 
1,200,000 homes, enough to 
cause further growing pains in 
Mortgage Manor. 

Highway Program Picks Up. 


Although business spending | 


for commercial and industrial 
building lagged, other sections 
of the construction industry 
expanded. The national high- 
way program started to pick up 
speed. More money was spent 
on schools, hospitals and sim- 
ilar buildings. For the full year 
it was estimated new construc- 
tion totaled $49,200,000,000. 
While there is some worry 
money won't be quite as easy 
to borrow in 1959, the com- 
bined opinion of authorities in 
the construction field is that 
1959 will be a better year than 
1958. It may well be a better 
year than all the other years 
that have gone before it. 
New housing starts, 
depend to a large extent on the 
availability of money, provide

The burning starts here, in 
the hole, so that the fuel ac- 
tually burns from the inside 
out toward the walls of the 
rocket. This means the rocket 
shell is exposed to very little 
heat until the rocket fuel is 
nearly all expended 

With this design, the outer 
shell can be thin and light- 
weight. Almost all the weight 
of the rocket engine is fuel— 
little weight is needed for the 
casing. And the configuration 
of the inner hollow or core. is 
designed to get maximum effi- 
clency or burning rates 

Fuel Bonded to Casing. 

The rocket fuel is bonded to 
the rocket casing, so no weight 
is lost by need for supporting 
inner structures. This system 
of loading and designing, de- 
veloped by scientists of the jet 
propulsion laboratory af Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
provided a big stimulus toward 
more efficient solid rockets. 

Research to solve solid fuel 
problems, and to develop bet- 
ter fuels, is going ahead rapid- 
ly. The Defense Department 
recently gave a go-ahead for 
multimillion-dollar contracts 
with four prominent firms to 
improve solid fuels.

alluminum and other chemicals 
to raise temperatures and de- 
velop more thrust. 

“We feel significant advances 
in solid fuels can still be 
made,” said Allen R. DeSchere.

pete with really big liquid svs- 
tems because of weight and 
transportation problems. We 
know the Russians are keenly 
interested in solid fuels. and 
we believe thev have developed 
fuels like ours.” 

DeSchere’s laboratory some- 
times experiments on a smalt 
scale with new compounds 
One day, he telephoned Brig 
Gen. Thomas K. Vincent, then 
commanding general: of Red- 
stone Arsenal, to say they had 
something inte resting and 
wanted to test it.

BOLD and far-reaching proposal for a sta- 
dium in downtown St. Louis is under serious 
study. The proposal was made by Charles 

L. Farris, executive director of the Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Authority. 

Farris envisions a stadium seating 50,000 to 
55,000 persons, together with parking garages 
for 12,500 automobiles. As a site, he recommends 
the 26-block area bounded by the Third Street 
Interregional Highway, Seventh, Market and 
Walnut streets and the elevated railroad tracks 
between Gratiot and Cerre streets. Cost is esti- 
mated at $30,000,000, including $9,650,000 for the 
site, $7,500,000 for the stadium and $12,500,000 
for the parking accommodations. Farris advanced 
the project as one to be undertaken by private 
investors, and he is confident it could attract pri- 
vate capital. 

He points out that expressways, completed 
and planned, will provide easy access to the 
stadium from both sides of the river. Besides 
filling a long-felt need for improved sports facili- 
ties, the proposed project fits in with plans for 
revitalizing the downtown area. The parking 
space would be available for downtown workers 
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and shoppers when not in use for stadium events. 
And Farris says that sports crowds would create 
tremendous business potentialities. 

Cardinal President August A. Busch Jr. says 
he. is confident the baseball club would be de 
lighted to use the proposed stadium for its home 
games. It has also been suggested that the sta- 
dium might attract a professional football team 
to St. Louis and would offer possibilities for 
regional and inter-regional college football games 
—as well as providing improved facilities for 
other sports and for non-sporting events which 
need stadium-type accommodations. 

Farris’ proposal was purposely of a prelim- 
inary nature, with detailed studies needed on

Examining the Heart With Movies 


Light Intensifier Used by St. Louis U. School of Medicine Makes Technique Possible

N ELECTRONIC INSTRUMENT that intensi- 
fies light from an X-ray screen is being used 
in St. Louis to improve diagnosis of heart 

ailments. Known as an image amplifier, it en- 
ables television and fast motion pictures to be 
made of the heart in action by increasing the 
available light 1000 times. The image amplifier 
and auxiliary equipment, owned by St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, cost about $25,000. 

Teamed. with this process is heart catheter- 
ization, a method of determining conditions inside 
the heart. This is accomplished by passing a 
catheter, a thin plastic tube, through a vein into 
the heart. The catheter measures pressure in 
various parts of the heart, and also is used to in- 
ject a chemical dye which is photographed or 
televised as it flows through the heart. Later, 
films are run at slow motion to permit a more ac- 


curate diagnosis of the nature and kind of defect. 

About 250 injections have been made in pa- 
tients since this cine - radiography equipment was 
installed at Firmin Desloge Hospital in September 
of 1957. Dr. J. Gerard Mudd, director of the Car- 
diac Catheterization Laboratory, said the diag- 
noses made possible by the apparatus have been 
verified in a high percentage of cases when 
surgery resulted. 

The technique of heart catheterization won 
the Nobel Prize in medicine in 1956; the prize was 
shared by two New York physicians and one in 
Germany. The award committee called it “the 
indispensable technique to obtain true and pre 
cise answers to what goes on inside the human 
heart and circulatory system.” Television and 
the movie camera, with the aid of the image am- 
plifiers light, record and refine those answers. 


Dr. Mudd manipulates the catheter 
tube inside the patient's heart 

watching the image on the television 
screen (right). Image amplifier is white 
cylindrical object beyond doctor's face. 
Oscilloscope (at left of television set) 
records blood pressure; smaller oscillo- 
scope (below) gives a continuous elec- 
trocardiagram reading. Periscope 
viewer (funnel-like instrument above 
patient) shows still sharper image of 
catheter tube in heart. Television and 
movie cameras are on stand above 
periscope. X-ray tube, beneath table, 

produces image of patient's heart.

HE HEAVIEST FIGHTING of Cuba's two-year-old civil 

war erupted a few days ago as insurgent forces of 

Fidel Castro and dictator-President Fulgencio Batista 
clashed head-long in central Cuba around Santa Clara, 
capital of Las Villas province. 

This was the outnumbered rebels’ first major attempt 
to take a large city (population 150,000), but more important 
strategically, it was an obvious drive to cut the narrow is- 
land in half. This would isolate important segments of 
government forces farther east, and secure possession of 
the three largest and richest provinces. These provinces 
produce 75 per cent of Cuba's sugar crop, and sugar is the 
island's economic mainstay. 

In an attempt to beat the rebels, Batista threw in heavy 
contingents of well-equipped troops. For a rebel success 
would not only result in strategic military and economic 
reversals for Batista; it might also spark a contagious up- 
rising among the mass of the people.

HOTOGRAPHY AS AN ART is ex- 
bP emplified in the current photog- 
raphy exhibition at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York City. Asa 
means of visually recording, docu- 
menting and communicating, the cam- 
era is generally credited to be without 
peer. But these are only its most ob- 
vious qualities. Because of them, ac- 
cording to Edward Steichen, director 
of the Museum's department of photog- 
raphy, the esthetic potentialities of 
hotography are sometimes  over- 
ooked. “When practiced by the 
artist," says Steichen, “photography 
becomes a medium capable of giving 
form to ideas and incisive expression 
to emotion.” 

With this in mind, Steichen re- 
cently looked through the 3000 prints 
in the Museum's permanent collection 
of photographs. With excellence as 
his theme, he chose 500 for the first 
comprehensive showing of photo 
graphs the Museum has been collect- 
ing since 1932. Among these photos 
is the picture of Lever House, New 
York skyscraper, made by Paul Berg 
of the PICTURES Staff. 

The photographs he selected in- 
clude the work of 300 men and women 
in 18 countries, taken during the last 
100 years. Spread over the walls of 
several galleries, the exhibition pre- 
sents a panorama of photography’s

Of the Museum's collection, which 
the current exhibition samples, 
Steichen has written: “It contains the 
work of widely recognized photogra- 
phers as well as experimental and ex- 
ploratory work by newer talents — 
work marking a continuing effort to 
penetrate the surface appearance of 
reality or seeking to translate into pat- 
tern and design the magic detail of a 
fragment of growth or of deterioration. 

"In the collection, there are prints 
that give evidence of man’s passionate 
search, for truth, rendered with techni- 
cal precision and mental precision, 
separately or on occasion together. 
The swift freezing of an exact instant; 
the gamut of feeling written on the 
human face in its contrasts of joy, se- 
renity or despair; the beauty of the 
earth that man has inherited and the 
wealth and the confusion that man 
has created within this inheritance — 
all these are rendered with a sense of 
timelessness and exactitude.” 

The Museum of Modern Art was 
the first major museum to accept and 
exhibit photography as one of the 
visual arts. Since 1932 it has pre- 
sented 70 photography exhibitions, in- 
cluding the now world famous show in 
1955 called “The Family of Man.”

SOME GIRLS, just to prove they have brains or talent, 
grind for Phi Beta Kappa keys. Some girls start in the 
stenographer’s pool and swim up. Some girls marry 
the boss or inherit the business. 

But there’s a quicker way to get ahead, as the girls 
shown here have proved. Each of them started as a 
top-flight model with the clean-cut kind of looks that 
sell foodstuffs or chinchillas. Then they called on their 
smooth-working brains to succeed in a big way. 

The first example in today’s lesson is a cooly con- 
tented matron and mother of two, Princess Grace of 
Monaco. A photographer once said of her, “She's not 
a top model and never will be because she has no pro- 
fessional glamor, no oomph, no cheesecake.”

She 
produces lingerie and classic daytime fashions for sale 
in exclusive specialty shops. 


More Money Modeling 


“I'm hardly in the profession any more,” the doe 
eyed Swedish mannequin remarks. “I take what comes. 
lake it or leave it.” She is the wife of photographer 
Irving Penn and began designing clothes for the 
models in his studio. “Modeling is the fastest way of 
making money without having any overhead or extra 
expenses,” she adds, languidly. 

Like Leigh and Fonssagrives, Meg Mundy was the 
hungrv-looking, high-cheekboned, slant-eyed type who 
adorns the aloof pages of Vogue and Harper's Bazaar. 
British-born and the daughter of musicians, Miss 
\lundy says, “I always had this yen to act.” 

In the last decade she has distinguished herself on 
Broadway and TV, usually in sensitive, demanding 
roles. She considers herself an ex-model. 

“Modeling is a means to earn a living. I enjoyed it 
because it lets you control your hours a little bit. And

THE BILLY PEARSON STORY 


‘HOW I SQUANDERED 
A MILLION DOLLARS’

Billy Pearson, the 38-year-old jockey whose astound- 
ing knowledge of art recently won him $180,000 on 
two TV quiz programs and turned him into a national 
celebrity, is broke and happy. 

His last month's bank statement shows a balance 
of $2.71. 

When you realize that Pearson in the past 15 years 
has earned in addition to his quiz winnings, more than 
a million dollars racing horses, you perceive imme- 
diately that this smiling, sporty littke man must surely 
be one of the most colorful free-spending characters 
of our era. 

What usually makes a man colorful is his genuinely- 
held, unique sense of values, his refusal to conform 
to the accepted concepts, ideals and mores of the 
majority. 

To Pearson time-honored maxims advising that “a 
penny saved is a penny earned” and that it’s wise to 
put something aside for a rainy day are “a bunch of 
nonsense that was okay back in Benjamin Franklin's 
time. But it’s not for me. 

“I'm reconciled to the fact,” Pearson maintains, 
“that I will never get out of this life alive. And while 
I'm still breathing, I'm going to live it up. 

“Money was meant to be spent. It has to change 
hands to do any good. That's what we call velocity. No 
velocity of money, and you get a depression. No one’s 
gonna point the finger at Bill Pearson and say, “That 
guy brought on a depression.’ No sir. 


Talented Drink of Water 


“I remember one time after the war,” Bill contin- 
ues. “Must’ve been 1947. John Huston and I were in 
London. Huston’s my best pal. A tall talented drink of 
water. He's directed some of the best movies ever 
made, like Treasure of the Sierra Madre, African 
Queen, Moulin Rouge, Moby Dick. 

“One afternoon John and I bet 2,000 pounds on a 
long-shot running at Epsom Downs. The pound was 
then worth four dollars. The horse came in and paid 
40 to one. What a bundle we had, about $325,000. 
Unfortunately, you couldn't buy anything in England 
then without purchase coupons. Everything was ra- 
tioned. Well, there we were with all that dough, and 
nothing to spend it on. Of course, we could have saved 
it, but what good would that have done? Finally we 
decided to rent Claridge’s Hotel for three weeks. We 


filled it up with all our pals and cronies and beautiful 
virls, and for three weeks we really had a ball. I think 
there was some money left over, and we ordered a 
hundred cases of whiskey from Tennessee sent to 
John’s castle in Ireland. But those were three weeks 
I'll remember forever, and so will a lot of others. 

“Years from now my daughter Maria may curse me 
because I didn't take the money and put it in a trust 
fund for her. Only trust funds, I’ve learned, can’t buy 
happiness. And they can’t buy life or health or secu- 
rity either. The only lasting thing money can buy is 
good art. That's just about the only thing I've got to 
show for the million or so bucks I’ve spent these past 
few years. I've got a great collection of pre-Columbian 
art, and I hope to leave my kids a few good pieces, and 
if I can teach ‘em to enjoy the aesthetic value, then 
they're ahead of the game. 

“I've been all over the world,” jockey Pearson avers, 
“and I’ve seen people saving and grubbing for their 
old age. They constantly deny themselves the pleas- 
ures of youth or middle age. When they hit 65 they 
get $105 a month, maybe $200 a month if they've 
saved a packet. That means they've got enough to eke 
out an existence until they go to the grave. Now I ask

you who wants to go to the grave without having 
lived it up? What's wrong with spending $19,000 for 
a Ferrari? I get an awful lot of pleasure out of driving 
Ferraris and Jaguars. What's wrong with sharing your 
good luck with pals? 

“I remember the night, two years ago, | came off 
Hal March's quiz show in New York with a check for 
$64,000. A bunch of reporters rushed up to me, 
‘Billy, what're you gonna do with the money? What'r 
you gonna invest it in?’ I smiled and said, ‘Myself. 

“That night I wound up in Mischa Resnikoffs art 
studio in Manhattan. We really celebrated. There was 
Burl Ives and Eddie Condon and a couple of bands 
and a flock of gorgeous chorus girls. 


A Fortune on ice 


“Bur! and | decided to put the $64,000 check on 
ice, So we emptied out an ice tray in the refrigerator 
and froze my assets. Next morning we had to pour hot 
water all over the tray to remove the check. When w« 
finally did, the poor thing looked so darn dog-eaten | 
said to Burl, ‘We better get down to the bank and 
cash this before it deteriorates.’ 

“Down at the bank, I think it was the Guaranty 
Trust on Fifth Avenue, they thought I was nuts. | 
asked for the $64,000 in cash. They started to give 
me an argument. ‘Whatsamatter,’ I asked, ‘the check 
no good?’ They explained that the check was good but 
that none of the other program winners had ever be 
fore requested cash. I told them not to worry. ‘Look, 
I said to the cashier, ‘I've got a hat box here. You just 
put the money in the hat box in nice one-hundred 
dollar bills.’ He thought I was crazy, but he went 
ahead. 

“I can’t tell you what a wonderful feeling it was 
walking along Fifth Avenue with a hat box full of 
hundred-dollar bills. People who'd watched The 
$64,000 Question on TV stopped me on the street 
so many of them recognized me. They'd say, “‘Whattya 
got in the box, Billy? Your prize money?’ I'd nod and 
open the hat box and show 'em the loot. 

“What a shopping spree I went on that day! Later 
some guys from the advertising agency came around 
to see me. Someone from the bank had phoned and 
told ‘em I was loaded and passing out hundred-dollar 
bills the way Rockefeller used to pass out dimes. These 
jokers put the money in a safe and put me to bed and 
implied that spending prize money lavishly was a ver’ 
un-American thing, showed I had never learned any- 
thing about the old-fashioned virtue of thrift. Even 
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tually | spent the money on cars, taxes, paintings and 
Las Vegas. By the time I} got back home to California, 
| was what is known as financially embarrassed. 

“I never regret spending money, and I didn’t re- 
gret spending the $64,000. People kept telling me | 
was foolish, that my days as a jockey were over, that 
I'd never get another chance at the big money. 

“The next thing | knew, the Revlon people wanted 
me for The $64,000 Challenge. On that TV show, I 
won another $116,000. I spent that on houses and 
art and diving helmets and Geiger counters and speed 
boats and, of course, taxes. I opened an art gallery in 
La Jolla, that’s a part of San Diego, filled it with great 
art pieces and didn’t make a single sale in a year and a 
half. Maybe I'm not a good businessman. Anyway, I 
regret none of the things I've done, only all the things 
I've left undone. This is a romanticist philosophy | 
know, an up-and-down way of living, but it’s mine and 
I'm stuck with it.” 


A Boy on His Own 


Billy Pearson first got “stuck” with his life on May 
19, 1920, in Chicago's Wesley Hospital. His father 
Chester H. Pearson was an ex-Arimy officer, his mother 
Ann Hoffman Pearson, an ex-Army nurse. Billy's 
father “wandered off one day and didn’t come back,” 
and Billy was raised for the most part by his maternal 
grandfather who owned an apartment house on Flores 
Street in Hollywood, Calif. 

His youth was unsupervised, poverty-ridden. He 
was smart but incorrigible in school, got as far as the

seventh grade, then wound up in the CCC (Civilian 
Conservation Corps), a forestry outht under Army 
control which took the wild kids from broken homes 
“off the city streets and into Army barracks.” 

Billy lasted in the CCC five months, got thrown out 
for trying to sell Government gasoline to privately- 
owned gas stations. His grandfather sent him to see 
an old race-horse trainer named Bill Finnegan. Fin- 
negan gave the boy a job cleaning out stalls in a small 
stock farm at Santa Anita. That's how Billy Pearson 
got into the racing game. 

“I never had any love for horses or horse racing,” 
he admits, “and I don’t have now. It’s just that a man 
has to be something, and I had the kind of wild, crazy 
temperament that wouldn't let me do anything con- 
servative or safe. | was small and hin without enough 
sense to know fear, so | became a jockey.” 

By the time he was 25, jockey Pearson was recog: 
nized by horsemen as a hard, tough, competitive “race 
thief,” the kind of rider that drove his mounts through 
the narrowest openings. Because Pearson was known 
as “a jock who'll take chances,” it wasn't very long 
before he was earning $500 to $800 a day. So much 
money earned so quickly seemed unreal to the young- 
ster. He spent it rashly, quickly, impulsively. 

One reason for Pearson's contemptuous evaluation 
of money lies in the fact that horse-racing, like bull- 
fighting, is one of the most dangerous of all profes- 
sional sports. Jockeys are killed and maimed practi- 
cally every day in the week. Witnessing examples of 
this, Pearson evolved a hedonistic philosophy of “live 


it up, boy, because tomorrow a couple of horses may 
trample you to death.” 

As a “caution-less jock” Billy Pearson was hospi 
talized on many occasions, one time for as long as six 
months. During this confinement a fellow jockey, the 
late Jack Westrope, visited him in the hospital and 
brought along as a gag an art book on quilts. Having 
nothing else to do—*“None of the doctors played cards 
or shot crap”—Pearson read the book. 

“Somehow,” he recalls, “I found it interesting. | 
asked for more art books and began studying them. I 
developed a photographic memory on the subject. It 
became fantastic. | could remember the name of an 
obscure 16th century Italian artist while | couldn't 
even remember my own telephone number. When | 
got out of the hospital I was walking along a street in 
San Francisco one morning when I saw a quilt in some 
store window. Having read that art book on quilts, I 
went in and bought it. I paid $35 for it. A few weeks 
later some quilt connoisseur offered me $500 for the 
very same guilt. Right away | realized that art could 
not only satisfy a man’s soul but also his pocketbook. 
Gradually, art became my magnificent obsession. 


Back to the Races 


“In between race meets I would visit art galleries, 
study paintings, buy more art books. After World War 
Il in which I served as a seaman in the Merchant 
Marine, | went down to Mexico with Queta. She's my 
third wife. Between racing horses at the Hippodromo 
de las Americas, one of the most beautiful tracks in 
the world in Mexico City, | began taking a deep in 
terest in pre-Columbian art, that’s art created before 
Columbus got to America. I used to go out into the 
back country and buy old pieces from the Indians and 
I built up a pretty darn good collection, none of which 
was.ever supposed to be taken out of Mexico. 

“Queta and I went back to California via Las Vegas. 
At Vegas | lost everything but five dollars. | wasn't 
worried. | knew that when we hit Hollywood Park, 
I'd get my share of mounts, and I was right. Soon | was 
riding for George Raft, Louis B. Mayer, Betty Grable 
and John Huston. I was particularly fond of Huston, 
because while he'd been in Mexico shooting Treasure 
of the Sierra Madre, he'd been bitten by the pre- 
Columbian art bug too.” 

Huston and Pearson soon became fast friends, and 
it wasn't too long before they were traveling around 
the world together, Pearson riding on the foreign 
tracks, Huston directing on foreign locations, both 
ridding themselves of money as if it were radioactive. 

Two years ago when Pearson was broke for the 
fiftieth or sixtieth time, Chester Sims, one of the own 
ers of the Flamingo in Las Vegas, invited him and his 
wife to vacation “on the house.” When Sims suggested 
that Bill try to get on The $64,000 Question, Billy 
said, “They wouldn't have me. I'm an uneducated 
jockey who happens to know a little about art. Those 
guys are looking for authorities.” Sims disagreed, sat 
down and wrote the letter himself, had Pearson sign 
it. When the quiz show sent for Billy, it was Sims who 
staked him to $500 for expense money. 

Today, ‘steadfastly maintaining, “I've spent a mil 
lion dollars and I'm glad,” Billy is starting a new 
career as an actor. He's already appeared on the Perry 
Mason TV show and leaves soon for Mexico to join 
the cast of John Huston’s The Unforgiven. Once in 
Mexico, there is no doubt about what Pearson and 
Huston will do. After “living it up,” comes the search 
for pre-Columbian art. 

“Unlike money,” Billy says, “art gives lasting 
pleasure.” 4

I'm also convinced that those moms who pry ex- 
cessively into their daughters’ lives aren't mature 
enough to live their own. They get a vicarious enjoy- 
ment out of hearing about what went on at the junior 
prom, who dated whom and all that. 

Now please let me pull all this into clear focus. 

Certainly I'm not quarreling with parents who 
dance with children, play ball with them, have heart- 
to-heart talks with them. Mary and I do these things 
with our youngsters and will continue to as they grow. 
| clown with them a lot right now Cathy has me 
on the pan because I've gained a pound or two. 
Michael thinks I'm smarter than Wernher von Braun 
because I seem to be so hep on space stuff. 


But we do these things as parents, not as class-, 


mates. There's a big difference between being close to 
children as a mother and father, and close to them as 
a fellow-member of the gang. 

Palship is unsound parenthood, for a number of 
very sound reasons. 

First and most important, it simply undercuts the 
whole parent-child relationship. How on earth are 
vou going to expect a reasonable amount of obedience 
from a chum? How can a mother or father exert any 
kind of authority over a pal-ol’-pal? The setup just 
about destroys the entire meaning of parenthood. 


Perils of Paiship 


One of our friends accepted the pal notion whole- 
heartedly and brought up his children accordingly. 
Now his lovely 16-year-old daughter does as she 
pleases, goes where she wants and has her own way in 
almost everything. She simply doesn't listen to her 
“pal's” entreaties. Maybe she might have listened to 
parents. 

Second, a child — and I'm including the teeners 

~ needs to feel there's somebody to whom he can go 
for protection. That there’s a man and a woman 
around the premises who know more and ¢an handle 
a situation better. There isn’t anybody to turn to in a 
let's-all-be-equal kind of relationship. 
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Third, as one child guidance expert puts it, chil- 
dren want leadership, not competition, from their 
parents. If a dad, for example, is an equal, it stands 
to reason that he’s going to be considered a rival as 
well. Once in a while, this rivalry in a ball game or 
over a checkerboard is fine — but what kid wants his 
old man up there hitting all the homers? Or hogging 
the limelight every time the bunch comes to the house ? 
What girl wants to be put in the shade by a young 
mom, who also is a better dancer? It got so bad in one 
house I heard about that a little girl refused to ask 
her friends over. Mother, it seems, was right in there 
pitching whenever the kids came in, leading the 
games, telling the stories, running the works. 

Fourth, a pal-parent can miseducate a child by 
passing along too much information too soon. I once 
met a small boy of 10 who knew more about, er - 
life, than I did. His father considered him a friend, 
an equal, and as such gave him long, detailed answers 
to questions, answers the child hardly understood 
and certainly didn’t need to know at his years. This 
tendency to over-inform, on all subjects, is strong in 
a pal setup. 

And last, though certainly not least important, chil- 
dren have a right to inner privacy just as much as 
grownups. Already there are things in Michael's young 
life which are his and his alone, and I would be pre- 
suming if I attempted to pry. Same goes for Cathy 
when she gets a bit older. 

I'd like to make one more point. My own father 
died when I was 8 months old and I was raised in 
Cairo, Ill., by a very wonderful but very lenient grand- 
mother who had many other things to worry about 
beside me. My mother was in show business and trav- 
eled almost constantly. I got to be a smart little poli- 
tician early in the game, getting by on tricks and my 
boyish smile. By the time I was 10, I was spoiled 
rotten. : 

I was an under-protected kid and that’s as bad as 
the over-protected kind. I'm afraid that pal-parents are 
doing the same kind of disservice to their youngsters. 
They're not bringing up the children to realize that 
they have responsibilities in a pretty tough, competi- 
tive society. Let's face it — nubody in the outside world 
is going to make things especially easy for them when 
they grow up. They have to learn to stand by them- 
selves and take the knocks and problems. 

Palship doesn’t give them this vital preparation. 
Parenthood does. . 


WHAT DO EXPERTS SAY? 


Should parents be pals to their children? parave 
sought the advice of child guidance authorities 
on the question and here is what they say: 


The answer is no! I feel very strongly about this. 
The notion that parents ought to be pals to their 
children is a common misconception. Many par- 
ents are acting as pals with the best of inten- 
tions, convinced their children’s happiness, 
present and future, can best be served this way. 
But children want and need parents who are 
firm, dependable. A pal is neither. 


Dr. Alexander Reid Martin, psychiatric 
consultant to the Children’s Aid Society 


The “be a pal to your children” idea is a reac- 
tion against the earlier concept of the autocratic 
father, whose word was law and who remained 
aloof from his youngsters. But many parents 
have gone too far in the other direction. The 
child must learn in his formative years to be an 
adult. He obtains this education by observing 
his parents functioning as responsible, mature 
persons. Being a pal, then, is unsound practice 
becaust it does not provide this important ex- 
ample of adulthood in the home. 


A. D. Buchmueller, executive director of 
the Child Study Association of America 


The answer to this question, like so many others, 
is yes and no, depending on the interpretation 
of the word pal..If by pal we mean an adult 
who tries to act like a child or adolescent, the 
answer is an emphatic no. If by pal we mean 
someone to whom a child feels free to turn 
when his world seems cold, hostile and reject 
ing, then the answer is an equally emphatic yes. 


Dr. Raymond Patouillet, associate professor of edu 
cation at Teachers College, Columbia University 


A father who insists on being a pal all the time 
destroys the very essence of fatherliness. You 
can be ever so friendly with your children, talk 
to them in man-to-man fashion, admit your own 
limitations and even your ignorance on many 
matters, and still remain essentially a father 

a person who is somewhat wiser, stronger and 
better able to control the situation than just an- 
other boy or girl would be.

Will robots 


make people 
obsolete? x 


?

\ll over the world and on the colonies in 
outer space, everyone is excited about the 
most popular event of the year. All human 
activity stops as people breathlessly await 
the outcome of the world’s championship 
tiddlywinks contest. 

Inthis world of the future mankind has 
little else to be excited about. For earth 
has been transformed into a “paradise” 
where incredibly clever robots take care 
of things. They do the farming, the fac 
tory work, run the trains, regulate traffic, 
enforce the law, cook the meals, clean the 
houses and distribute a vast wealth of 
goods and services to which every human 
being is entitlked—merely by being alive. 

Almost nothing familiar on earth today 
will survive in this robotized world of the 
future. For instance: 

e Only a privileged few will have the 
right to work at a job. 

e The dream of youngsters will not be to 
grow up rich and successful, but to be one 
of the favored few workers. 

e Juvenile delinquency will take the form 
of vandalism against robots. 

e Everyone will aspire for some kind of 
“blue ribbon” for an amateur activity, 
hobby or sport—possibly an award for the 
best ship model built out of matchsticks 
or the most colorful rock garden in town. 
e Heroes and celebrities will be the per- 
sons who devise new parlor games. 


Withering Family Life 


e Mankind’s major struggle will be 
against boredom, with the suicide rate 
zooming as people lose the race. 
e Governments and family life will 
wither away. Public officials will be re- 
placed by Boards of Supervisors to “um- 
pire” games, sports and recreation, and 
also administer competitive exams which 
would decide who could work at the few 
essential jobs left for human beings to do. 
Fantastic? Certainly, by our everyday 
standards of progress. But every one of 
these dizzying pictures of life in the fu- 
ture could conceivably become real — 
when and if man creates robots to do his 
work for him. 


Man’s mastery of science and technol- 


- 


ogy is advancing by tremendous leaps and 
bounds. One of his major goals, ever since 
the caveman harnessed an ox to a primi- 
tive plow, has been to make something 
else replace human muscle power. The 
ultimate “something else” is thé robot that 
acts and thinks like a man. 

For the robot-powered society described 
here, PARADE enlisted the fertile imagina- 
tion and scientific knowledge of Isaac 
Asimov, an associate professor of bio- 
chemistry at the Boston University School 
of Medicine and a writer of science-fiction 
stories, including a series on robots. 


Awful to Face 


Wondrous as Asimov's robotized world 
of the future may seem, the man who 
dreamed it up wants no part of it. Says 
Asimov: “I'll be glad that I will have 
long since been dead rather than face life 
in such a society!” 

In the transportation systems of the 
future, electronically guided robots will be 
the bus and truck drivers. There may be 
robots that can repair TV sets, fix the 
plumbing, run IBM machines, act as 
traffic policemen, read galley proofs, serve 
as “information” attendants at railway 
stations. 

“In theory,” says Asimov, “there is no 
reason why any human job cannot be done 
by a machine if we can invent a robot 
brain as complex and as small as the hu 
man brain. Under such circumstances, 
there is no reason why a robot couldn't 
mentally be capable of doing anything a 
human can. 

“But who will need man then? Man 
will die off of simple boredom and frus- 
tration.” The reason, Asimov points out, 
is that comparatively few people can be 
usefully creative. 

Consider the Joneses, who in a robotized 
world, have lost their usefulness: 

Mr. and Mrs. Jones would have it easy. 
Their robot butler would awaken them 
gently, serve them breakfast in bed and 
wheel away and wash the dirty dishes. The 
robot valet and maid would choose the 
day’s attire and dress them. 

“Free” for the day, Mr. and Mrs. Jones 
must decide what to do. Mrs. Jones doesn't 
have the drudgery of housekeeping. Mr. 


Jones has no job to go to, since robots are 
doing nearly all the work. Of course, he 
could spend the day tinkering with his 
sailboat, although he knows a robot could 
tune up the auxiliary engine more efh- 
ciently. Mrs. Jones may decide to work in 
the garden. Her robot could do this better, 
but she jealously guards this privilege. 

Some people — the “aristocracy” in this 
strange robot society — would be entitled 
to work. These would be the research 
people, the scientists, perhaps the philoso- 
phers and teachers. They would devote 
themselves to designing improved robot 
“brains,” planning colonies on Mars, con- 
quering space. 

One form of vitally needed “workers” 
would be the entertainers — to keep man- 
kind amused. As heroes, they might be 
rewarded with the right to work at a job; 
or they might win the privilege of using up 
raw materials (far more inefficiently ahd 
wastefully than robots) in some sort of 
do-it-yourself, tinkering project. 

Youth, with all of its explosive energy, 
would pose a serious problem in Asimov's 
fanciful world. Having so little to do, 
youngsters would surely become delin- 
quents. They might form teen-age gangs 
for the purpose of springing a “robot 
rumble”—to destroy a robot. 


Down with Robots 


There would, of course, be secret groups 
and crackpots who would form anti-robot 
political parties. Asimov even visualizes 
anti-robot riots erupting from time to time. 
But more likely would be the formation of 
little societies and back-to-nature groups, 
retiring to the forests and living in a co- 
operative environment where robots were 
not allowed—just “like the good old days.” 

The struggle against boredom and ster- 
ility would be mankind's chief challenge. 
“Black markets” would flourish. People 
might pay outrageous amounts for a stick 
of wood to whittle. 

“Mankind,” concludes Asimov, “could 
never stand the ‘paradise’ of a completely 
robot-based society. What we must aim 
at is a balance in which boredom as well 
as human fatigue is kept at a minimum. 
Man must never be denied the chance to 
work as a human being.” =

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Is your family physically fit? Or have the easy-going 
ways of modern living turned them soft? 

If they're like most young Americans, they're physi- 
cally soft. So claims the Marines’ Recruit Training 
Command, which tests thousands of American boys 
who arrive at Parris Island, S.C., for training. Of 
them, 42 per cent are in poor physical condition; 70 
per cent can't even pass a simple physical-fitness test. 
“Two-thirds,” according to Marine Corps observers, 
“cannot do three pull-ups or 21 push-ups.” 

Some scientists support the Marines. Says Harvard 
University nutritionist Dr. Jean Mayer: “It seems 
difficult not to arrive at the conclusion that our mo- 
torized, mechanized, effort-saving civilization is rap- 
idly making us as soft as our processed foods, our 


foam-rubber mattresses and our balloon tires.” 

To help you check on the fitness of your family, 
PARADE — working with the President's Council on 
Youth Fitness —- has prepared the questions below.

To Avoid Work—So He Says 


HERE are few men in broadcesting who keep busier than William Lawrence Collen 


And few, if any, who seem to enjoy their work more. 


Bill Cullen—nobody would knew him 
by: his full name—is television's “The 
Price is Right” host on NBC-TV and oe 
panelist on CBS-TV's "I've Got a Secre?.” 
He does a half-hour “Price” shew in the 
mornings [(KSD-TV, 10 a.m. Mondey 
through Friday) and a half-hour nicht- 
time version of the same show [KSD-TV, 
7:30 Wednesday.) “I've Got a Secre?” 
(KMOX.TV, 8:30 p.m. Wednesdey) tates 
another half hour of his time. 

But that's only a small part of his bury 
broadcasting life. Every morning ercept 
Sunday he bounces out of bed at 4:30 
and at 6 he's behind a microphone at 
WRCA, New York radio station, for a 
music - comedy - variety show called 
“Pulse.” That's a four-hour trick Mondey 
through Friday, with two hours more on 
Saturday. 

Seems like a lot of work — but Bill 
Cullen hates work. What he does isn't 
work at all. If it was, he wouldn't be 
doing it. That's what he says. 


"1 LIKE TO PICK and choose whe? I 
do," he says. “I love doing aud ence 
participation shows because theres no 
rehearsal involved.”

She even aets up in 
what's practically the middie of the 
night to get my breakfasf.” 

His wife, the former Anne Mocamber 
was a motion picture and teevision 
actress when he married her. Her {u!! 
time career right now is keeping house 


for Bill. 
CULLEN WAS BORN IN Pittsburgh 


38 years ago next month. As a boy he 
was stricken with polio and doctors said 
he might never walk again. He escaped 
that disaster but the attack ‘eft him 
crippled—he still walks with a bad limp 
Bill faced another ordea! later when as 
a high school student, he was. injured in 
an automobile accident.

The program pits four persons 
picked from the studio audience against 
each other in a bidding match as they 
try ta estimate the werth ef various 
prizes — fur coats, automobiles, boats, 
fueniture, trips abroad. The program 
also permits home audiences to tate a 
shat at jackpots, by mail. Many thousands 
of cards come in weekly
